Dear Editor, 

Council Member Don Zimmerman recently 
asserted to climate scientist Katharine Hayhoe that 
CO 2 cannot warm the Earth because heat comes 
from the sun [“Quote of the Week,” News, May 1]. 
This is akin to claiming that insulation should not 
affect the warmth of a house in the winter because 
heat comes from heaters. Indeed, CO 2 is not a 
source of heat, but it serves as an ever-thickening 
layer of insulation which causes increased warming. 

While it’s tempting to ridicule Mr. Zimmerman 
for his poor understanding of thermal physics, his 
level of scientific proficiency is forgivable - the 
Earth’s climate system is complex and we cannot 
expect elected officials to be experts in all fields of 
science. What’s more concerning is his refusal to 
consider testimony from experts. Representatives 
must be able to weigh advice from a wide array of 
experts to make informed decisions for our city. 

If Mr. Zimmerman can disregard recommenda¬ 
tions from a worldwide community of scientists 
who present overwhelming evidence of anthropo¬ 
genic climate change, how well does he consider 
advice from experts in transportation, economics, 
education, law enforcement, public health, or any 
of the disciplines that affect our daily lives? By 
heeding advice from experts, our elected offi¬ 
cials should make evidence-based decisions that 
boost the local economy, reduce traffic conges¬ 
tion, increase classroom effectiveness, reduce 
criminal recidivism, and increase our prepared¬ 
ness for the long-term effects of climate change.

LIVING CENTER NEEDED 

Dear Editor, 

I want to commend you for having an outstand¬ 
ing reporter, the caliber of Mary Tuma, for her con¬ 
sistent and accurate reporting on the Austin State 
Supported Living Center (“Guardians Fight On to 
Save SSLC,” [News,] May 1, which is a follow-up 
to her “Evicted and Helpless,” Sept. 19, 2014). 

Those of us who have a loved one who 
has lived there for many years know very well 
the great care they receive from professional, 
trained, caring staff at the Austin SSLC, which is 
home to the most fragile mentally and physically

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handicapped in Travis and surrounding counties. 
The facility was built on land that was “donated” 
by a family for the “feebleminded” nearly a cen¬ 
tury ago! 

The freedoms and activities they enjoy in their 
safe neighborhood on the campus would not be 
possible in any other setting. The team of Texas 
A&M physicians who came to the center last 
May and wrote a 25-page report were struck by 
the “complex medical requirements” of a very 
“fragile” population, who should not be moved 
to community, citing the needed care provided 
at the center, and the “paucity” of providers 
and professionals in private practice willing or 
capable of caring for this fragile group in the 
community. They went on to state, IF they were 
moved to community, they would STILL need all 
the services provided by the Austin SSLC. These 
prestigious A&M medical professionals had a 
very different perspective from all the previous 
reports on the Austin SSLC. 

We are counting on our Texas legislators to 
consider the A&M physicians’ recommendations 
to keep the residents in their homes on campus, 
and perhaps those IDD individuals who have cho¬ 
sen community could utilize the “specialized” and 
professional services available at the Austin SSLC. 

I will note, this report was not made public, 
and because it was paid for by Texas taxpayers, 
I was finally able to obtain it on Feb. 27, 2015. 
DADS (Dept, of Aging and Disability Services) 
received the report on Aug. 25, 2014! Why was 
such a significant report withheld, and not made 
available for ALL to see???

The Chronicle's May 1 story containing interviews 
with guardians of Austin State Supported Living 
Center (SSLC) residents [“Guardians Fight On to 
Save SSLC,” News] was heartbreaking. Their per¬ 


sonal stories tell of the anguish they feel on know¬ 
ing the Living Center might be closed. Their distress 
is warranted - their loved ones, along with many 
other mentally and physically disabled individuals, 
will lose the good care and services that only the 
Center provides. It is shocking to know that our 
elected officials are so indifferent and uncaring that 
they are willing to evict the most helpless among us 
from their home of many years. 

In the Chronicle story, a state senator inferred 
that no one wants to live at the Austin facility 
by his statement, “We don’t have a waiting list 
of clients that want to join and be admitted to 
SSLCs ....” That is a blatant twisting of facts. 
There is no waiting list of this sort because the 
state agency that oversees SSLCs does not 
keep one. That same agency instituted a morato¬ 
rium on entrance to the Austin SSLC years ago. 
Therefore, the many who want and need to live 
there are not allowed to. And when people who 
need help with placement of a loved one have 
gone to their local authority, which they must do, 
they have not been given the option of an SSLC. 

Guardians, who know very well that residents 
of the Austin State Supported Living Center have 
the best possible quality of life there, must con¬ 
tinue the good fight. And the Chronicle should 
continue to inform the public about the dire con¬ 
sequences of closing the Center.

CITY COUNCIL MEETS today (May 7) with an 

agenda that includes another attempt to rein in the 
CAMPO 2040 Plan (specifically a proposal to add 
four toll lanes to MoPac where it crosses Town 
Lake), more controversial commission nominees by 
CM Don Zimmerman, and public hearings on small- 
lot developments and “accessory dwelling units.”

DECLARING “WE NEED to give cities and 

counties every available tool to reduce property 
taxes for homeowners and improve affordability,” 
Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, announced the state 
Senate passage of SB 279 (and constitutional 
amendment companion SJR 20); the proposal, 
which now goes to the House and potentially the 
voters, would allow local jurisdictions (e.g., Austin) 
to provide a “flat-amount” property tax exemp¬ 
tion, less regressive than the currently allowed, 
up-to-20% exemption currently under consider¬ 
ation by City Council. 


STAR FLIGHT RESUMED air ambulance 

transport missions on Tuesday after a week spent 
inactive in the wake of flight nurse Kristin McLain’s 
accidental death. Director Casey Ping said that all 
search and rescue, firefighting, and law enforce¬ 
ment-related activities will remain suspended until 
further notice, saying the county service needs to 
“make sure the crews are mentally ready to provide 
those services” before deploying them again. 


JADE HELM FEVER has warped the Texas 
political brain. After Gov. Greg Abbott ordered the 
Texas State Guard to monitor the multistate spe¬ 
cial forces training exercise, both former Gov. Rick 
Perry and ex-Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst said he 
went too far in smearing U.S. forces, but both 
implied it was OK to worry about the White House 
enacting martial law.

Budgets Is Hard 

COUNCIL TAKES ON THE ANNUAL NUMBER CRUNCHING

AUSTIN’S FIRST PRESIDENTIAL candidate 

has officially declared, but don’t get too excited. 
Austin-born California resident and former AT&T 
Senior Vice President Carly Fiorina told Good 
Morning America that she is running for the GOP 
nomination in 2016. Expect a heavy dose of “y’all”s 
and cowboy boots on her first campaign visit. 


POT ENTHUSIASTS HAVE reason to casually 

rejoice, now that HB507 has been voted through 
the House Criminal Jurisprudence Committee 
and on to the House Calendars Committee. The 

bill, authored by Rep. Joe Moody, D-EI Paso, would 
remove the threat of arrest, jail time, and a criminal 
record for possession of up to an ounce of marijuana 
and replace them with a civil fine of up to $100. 


On Wednesday, the new City Council 
began digging earnestly into the budget 
forecast, asking staff to explain in more 
detail the framework of the forecast, the 
next stages in the process, 
and what looks solid vs. what 
remains, at this point, fairly 
speculative. It’s still very 
early - Wednesday after¬ 
noon’s discussion took up 
homestead exemptions, and 
staff is returning soon with a 
working report on potential 
cuts, for example, if an 
exemption were enacted - 
and an actual proposed bud¬ 
get is weeks away. The fore¬ 
cast is just that - an early look at the antici¬ 
pated numbers, with staff summarizing the 
expected revenues, the largest costs, and 
the likely changes from the last fiscal year 
numbers (Oct. 1-Sept. 30). 


Nevertheless, the level of discussion was 
distressingly low, with extremely elementa¬ 
ry questions ruling the conversation, as 
though quite a few of these new Council 
members had never both¬ 
ered to actually monitor a 
city budget process before 
deciding to run for office. 
Some were unclear on the 
difference between a fore¬ 
cast and an actual proposed 
budget, and Deputy Chief 
Financial Officer Ed Van 
Eenoo (seconded by City 
Manager Marc Ott) patiently 
explained that until depart¬ 
ments actually submit their 
annual budget requests, all these numbers 
are simply estimates based on prior knowl¬ 
edge. District 6 Council Member Don 
Zimmerman testily dismissed the whole 
process, saying he wouldn’t be saying much 


now because it was obvious that there are 
plenty of cuts to be made, most specifically 
noting that in any large organization, if 
some people were simply told not to show 
up for work anymore, “it wouldn’t make any 
difference.” 

We’ll eventually learn if that stern fiscal 
nostrum applies to the public safety num¬ 
bers (70% of the expense budget), where (as 
Van Eenoo quietly noted) the hiring of 
many additional cadets will inevitably 
mean rising costs, including health insur¬ 
ance and other benefits. Van Eenoo pointed 
out that structural “cost drivers” likely 
mean at least a 5% budget increase before 
Council begins its deliberations - that 
doesn’t mean nothing can be cut, only that 
the job is much more difficult (and detail- 
oriented) than the “waste and fraud” posse 
ever imagines.

Where’s the Money, Lebowski? 

I don’t envy their task, and I don’t blame 
the low level of discussion on “10-1” - it’s 
much more due to term limits, the knuckle¬ 
headed notion (imposed by Austin voters) 
that we should dismiss public officials just 
about the time they learn how to do their 
jobs. The sole experienced Council member 
- Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo - quietly 
reminded her colleagues that while it’s easy 
to imagine major cuts at the outset of the 
process, by the time August rolls around 
they’ll find themselves sweating over seem¬ 
ingly insignificant monies to patch major 
needs. That advice apparently fell on deaf 
ears; D8 CM Ellen Troxclair asked Van 
Eenoo whether large revenues of earlier 
good years were simply “all spent” by pre¬ 
vious Councils instead of banking them 
away for hard times. Van Eenoo patiently 
outlined the city’s reserve policies, while 
politely declining to point out that if the 
CMs think the current years, when Austin’s 
economy is riding high, are not good ones, 
the new Council has very much to learn. 

Tax Somebody Else 

Council is in a tight box of its own cam¬ 
paign rhetoric, for which “affordability” 
came to mean one thing only: lower taxes. 
That’s giving the game away at the outset, 
especially when even the most generous 
property tax homestead exemption will 
mean very little in annual savings for the 
median homeowner, let alone the majority 
of Austinites who are renters. Homeowners 
have recently received our annual Travis 
County tax appraisals (which also set val¬ 
ues for the city’s calculations), reported to 
average an 11% increase: We can applaud 
our burgeoning equity, or curse our rising 
tax bills - long before any of the jurisdic¬ 
tions weigh in on any proposed rate. 

Austinites (like folks everywhere) want 
nice things, but we’re much less expansive 
when it comes to paying for them. Two 
object lessons arose in the past couple of 
weeks. First came the city auditor’s report 
on the Animal Services Program, which in 
sum noted that Animal Services simply 
does not have the resources both to per¬ 
form its mission and comply with state law 
or best practices. A few days later, Parks & 
Rec announced that its budget is over¬ 
strained, and that PARD recommends cut¬ 
ting back on public pool availability this 
summer, most painfully by closing Metz 
and Mabel Davis pools - a recommendation 
that generated so much neighborhood 
backlash that the department is now trying 
to figure out a way to keep the pools open 
(even while they need major repairs). 

Meanwhile, Council spent Wednesday 
afternoon trying to determine if it will be 
able to find $36 million in next year’s bud¬ 
get (insufficient, say, to repair all the many 
pools that need it) to return in small slices 
to homeowners. I certainly wish them well, 
but if they expect do that within the 30% of 
the General Rind not already dedicated to 
police, fire, and EMS ... they’d better 
sharpen their magic wands. ■ 


For years now, this region’s long-range 
transportation plan - the CAMPO 2035 Plan 
- has called for adding one “managed” lane 
in each direction on MoPac between Cesar 
Chavez and Slaughter Lane. Over the past 
months, with little public input or awareness, 
the Central Texas Regional Mobility Auth¬ 
ority Board doubled that toll road plan in 
their draft CAMPO 2040 Plan, proposing two 
“managed” lanes in each direction: four toll 
lanes, including a double-decker bridge over 
Lady Bird Lake with a flyover next to Austin 
High School onto Cesar Chavez - 12 lanes 
overall, compared to 1-35’s eight - without a 
single HOV lane. Equally offensive to many is 
the fact that the toll lanes 
would use congestion pricing, 
hiking rates to as much as 
$12-14 a trip when “unman¬ 
aged” traffic gets really bad. 

Travis County Commissioner 
Brigid Shea went to the 
CTRMA Board on April 22 to 
“ask them to pull back their 
plans” before presenting 
them to the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning 
Organization policy board for 
their upcoming vote on Monday, May 11, but 
she probably didn’t expect to get a sympa¬ 
thetic ear at that level: The seven-member 
CTRMA board consists of real estate investor 
Ray Wilkerson, Williamson County developers 
James Mills and David Singleton, developers’ 
attorneys Nikelle Meade and David Armbrust, 
Round Rock consultant and former City 
Manager Robert Bennett, and real estate 
market analyst Charles Heimsath - and their 
E.D. is WilCo road warrior Mike Heiligenstein. 

The 20-member CAMPO board, on the 
other hand, is made up primarily of elected 
officials: four from the city of Austin, four 


from Travis County, five from the surrounding 
counties in the metro area, and five from 
suburban cities. How that body might split on 
the issue is unclear, but it’s worth noting that 
several of those officials were enthusiastic 
participants at Saturday’s “Save It, Don’t 
Pave It” rally at Roberta Crenshaw Bridge. 

Almost lost in the “Barton Springs 
Flyover” flap is another controversial CTRMA 
move: the completion of the “Southwestern 
Loop” connecting MoPac to 1-35 with SH 45 
SW - which crosses environmentally sensi¬ 
tive land, and which critics fear would divert 
thousands of cars and trucks daily onto 
MoPac from 1-35. The city and county have 
repeatedly asked for a full 
environmental and traffic 
study; CTRMA has thus far 
modeled only segment stud¬ 
ies, figuring the impact of 
each expansion - MoPac 
North, MoPac South, SH 45 
SW, connecting to 1-35 - as if 
it were unconnected to any of 
the others. See both the 2035 
and 2040 plans at www.cam- 
potexas.org, and CTRMA info 
at www.mobilityauthority.com.

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Council Considers Taxi Franchises 

CM KITCHEN GIVES CAB CO-OP IDEA A BOOST 


Two hours of testimony concerning taxicabs and their 
respective franchises concluded last Wednesday, April 29, 
with an indication that change is afoot for local drivers - 
even if the method the City Council’s Mobility Committee 
used to arrive at the terms caused some serious confusion. 
The plan indicates that today, May 7, Council will review 
and potentially approve on second reading language that 
would extend the current franchise agreements for one 
year, with three new provisions. 

• First, the formula for determining the number of permits 
afforded to each of the three pre-existing taxicab franchises 
(Yellow Cab, Austin Cab, Lone Star Cab) would transition 
from being dependent on lobbying to being dependent on 
currently undecided performance measures. 

• Second, the usable life of a taxicab would extend from 
seven years to “so long as it meets inspection regulations.” 

• Finally, the chauffeur’s licenses that allow cab drivers to 
operate taxis - now given by the city to franchises before 
going to the drivers - would be issued directly to cab drivers. 

And although Council had approved, on first reading, 
language that would grant each franchise 50 new permits, 
Committee Chair Ann Kitchen chose to yank that term. 

Kitchen added that she would also send an action item to 
Council advising City Manager Marc Ott to propose a plan 
for a fourth cab franchise that’s a driver-owned co-op, 
something the Austin Taxi Drivers Association has 
recently been adamant about implementing. Four American 
cities enable cabbie co-ops - Madison, Denver, Philadelphia, 
and Alexandria, Va. - and the idea’s been broached here, 
too. In 2007, Lone Star Cab was a driver-owned co-op man¬ 
aged by Solomon Kassa until Kassa reformatted the group 
into a corporate structure after its five-year agreement 
expired in 2012. 

It’s a wonder the committee got so much accomplished. 
Between the foggy course of action and highly confusing 
topic, committee members spent more time than they’d 
hoped parsing out what becomes an ordinance, what goes 
into code, what’s part of the franchise agreement, and what 
can change without a full rewrite of the contract. CM Delia 
Garza confessed as much midway through, justifying one 
speaker’s concerns by admitting “this is one of the most 
complicated issues we’ve seen before us.” 


Making matters more complicated is that the parties 
involved all want different things. Whereas last fall’s cab¬ 
centric discussions pitted the three franchises against 
transportation network companies, the back-and-forth at 
City Hall this spring has the three franchises squaring off 
against their drivers. (Presumably, the two parties will team 
up again this summer to tango with the TNCs once more.) 

The franchises want the status quo. Yellow Cab President 
Ed Kargbo and Austin Cab’s Joan Khabele were both in 
attendance to lobby for a 10-year extension on their current 
agreements with the city, with Kargbo saying he’d like 
terms to continue for the next 25 
years. Both Khabele and Kargbo 
argued that their companies have 
provided a valuable, tenured ser¬ 
vice to the city and should be 
rewarded appropriately - in this 
case, via the evenly distributed 
receipt of however many more per¬ 
mits the city is able to dole out 
(current projections anticipate 
405). They said they’ve taken 
responsibility for providing trans¬ 
port from the airport, and have 
dealt with the burden of handling 
the issues that spring up when you work with independent 
contractors (e.g., drivers). Khabele added that Austin Cab is 
working on improving its mobile dispatch app. 

Their drivers want equity. They are the ones providing 
the service that keeps the companies in business, said Dave 
Passmore, president of the Taxi Drivers Association. They 
want the 405 new permits to go toward a co-op, and believe 
that any driver not admitted into the co-op should be no 
longer subject to price hikes from the franchises on his or 
her cab lease. Passmore said the Association has pressed 
for permits to be issued directly to drivers for half a decade. 
(Right now, a pending driver gets affiliated with a fran¬ 
chise, passes through a series of background checks, takes 
the licensing test, and then receives a permit directly from 
the cab company.) He, along with many others, testified 
before the Mobility Committee about the franchises’ pen¬ 
chants for quick, undue firings. 


“We want an equal playing field,” he told the Chronicle. 
“We’ll get the background checks and carry commercial 
insurance. We’re not wanting to operate illegally, if we get a 
co-op. We want a legal operation. And we want rules. We’ll 
adhere to those rules and hold drivers responsible for any 
misconduct.” 

TNC Talk Awaits Lege Decisions 

Drivers also seek equal regulations to govern TNCs and 
their drivers, but recognize that they can’t yet hold that 
conversation along the dais. Council requested the drivers 
keep testimony concerning the unequal regulatory struc¬ 
ture between those two service providers at bay until the 
state Legislature concludes with two bills - HB 2440 and 
HB 1733 - that deal directly with TNCs in Texas. 

HB 2440 has received the most attention. Authored by Rep. 

Chris Paddie, R-Marshall, it would 
afford TNCs full allowances to oper¬ 
ate within the state so long as 
they’re willing to pay a nominal 
$5,000 annual fee. The bill under¬ 
went an insurance-related rewrite 
after first being heard in the House 
Transportation Committee a few 
weeks ago, but now has that part 
sorted. At times between accep¬ 
tance of a ride and payout, the TNC 
would provide its standard primary 
insurance; when the app’s on but a 
ride hasn’t been accepted, either 
the driver or the TNC must pick up a standard policy. 

The bill has drawn ire from Council’s most vocal critic of 
TNCs, Kathie Tovo. Speaking at the committee hearing, 
she criticized Paddie’s bill for not having any terms regard¬ 
ing accessibility, and worried about its ability to render the 
regulations Council passed last autumn useless. “We, as the 
policymakers in Austin, understand the community and its 
needs,” she said. 

Tovo said she’s been focusing her attention on HB 2440 
and hasn’t looked into HB 1733, but that’s more likely the 
lesser of her two evils. The bill, authored by Amarillo 
Republican Rep. John Smithee, is designed to set a stan¬ 
dard for insurance policies throughout the state and still 
allow cities to sort out their own terms. So Austin’s provi¬ 
sions would stay in effect, and TNCs would have to sit down 
at the table to talk about how they can play nice with the 
cabbies and their franchises. - Chase Hoffberger 



COUNCIL: AND THE NOMINEES ARE... 


City Council is having a busy public week, 
with a regular work session Tuesday, a bud¬ 
get forecast work session Wednesday, and 
today’s (May 7) regular public meeting, which 
has its own full share of contentious issues. 
High-profile items include the CAMPO 2040 
Plan, specifically a resolution (Item 26), 
sponsored by Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo, 
with four co-sponsors, asking that the pro¬ 
posed four-lane, high-toll addition to South 
MoPac - including a flyover at the connection 
to Cesar Chavez into Downtown - be revised 
downward, to its previously planned two-lane 
version. The proposal was the subject of a 
“Save It, Don’t Pave It Rally’’ Saturday on 
the Crenshaw pedestrian bridge (with at least 
five Council members, and a whole slate of 
other public officials, on hand). At Tuesday’s 
work session, it appeared the proposal had 
the necessary votes, although a couple of 
members were nervous about the expense 
of an “alternative” study requested in the 


resolution - Transportation Department head 
Robert Spillar suggested that could be com¬ 
piled from existing information. Expect some 
speechifying, but not much opposition. 

That might not be the case with another 
round of board and commission appointments. 
District 6 CM Don Zimmerman’s named 
Peaceful Streets Project founder Antonio 
Buehler for the Public Safety Commission, 
and can expect opposition from the Austin 
Police Association (see “Parsing Buehler for 
Public Safety,” May 3) and others who object 
to Buehler’s virulently anti-cop rhetoric. (There 
now may be another wrinkle: Buehler says he 
doesn’t live within the city limits, and might 
need a Council waiver to serve at all.) 

Also raising eyebrows are Zimmerman’s 
nominees to the Commission for Women 
(his former D6 opponent, Mackenzie Kelly) 
and the Commission on Immigrant Affairs 
(Jaime Mendoza). Kelly’s been a volunteer 
firefighter and a gubernatorial appointee 


to a committee on people with disabilities; 
she’s also been criticized for her support of 
GamerGate - the online video-game activ¬ 
ist group notorious for its harassment of 
its critics, especially women. Kelly told the 
Chronicle she intends to “use [her] experi¬ 
ence in public safety, running a small busi¬ 
ness, and making policy recommendations to 
contribute as a member” of the commission. 

Mendoza follows the disputed nomination 
of Rebecca Forest (who withdrew when it 
was clear Council wouldn’t approve her), and 
may face his own opposition for inflammatory 
Facebook posts describing President Obama 
as a “piece of shit” and a “homo,” whom 
Mendoza “prays would get Ebola,” among 
other things. Asked if he thought such postings 
should be considered when Council reviews 
his candidacy, he said people should “put 
social posts aside and focus on the issues,” 
and said his goal on Immigrant Affairs would 
be “to open the dialogue between all perspec¬ 
tives and political views to reach a compromise 
on how we treat visitors that have broken our 
laws.” Of the rejected Forest nomination, he 


added, “I am offended that this process was 
hijacked by an opportunist Council member 
[D4’s Greg Casar] that wants to politicize 
some views and not others.” There are several 
other nominees, but most appear unremark¬ 
able. We’ll learn today whether Council wants 
another appointment brouhaha, or will simply 
wince and go on - it’s frankly difficult to find 
enough people willing to endure B&C service. 

There’s also a proposal (Item 27) to cre¬ 
ate an equity working group to address 
the budget process, plus public hearings on 
small-lot development rights and on sec¬ 
ondary dwelling units (Items 38 & 39) that 
could draw public sparks. Another hearing 
(Item 44) will consider utility rate sched¬ 
ules for large commercial customers (i.e., 
the companies raising hell at the Lege); that 
too could take some fire. 

It’s Mental Health, Fair Housing, and Bike 
Month; Internal Audit(!), and Salvation Army 
Week, and the musical honoree is Kiko 
Villamizar, purveyor of “cosmic urban Latino” 
music: Expect La Remolacha : deep beets.

Casar Calls Out Landlords 

SUPPORTS D4 MOBILE HOME RENTERS’ SUIT 


As the city continues to gentrify, many Aus¬ 
tinites may more readily think of food trucks 
than homes when they hear “trailer park.” 

Yet off of the Northeast corner of Research 
Boulevard and Anderson Square, the North 
Lamar Community Mobile Home Park is 
host to a vibrant, longstanding neighborhood 
of Latino families, most of them immigrants. 
This past Sunday, residents gathered for their 
annual celebration of Dfa de los Ninos. There 
were clowns, music, paletas, free pizza, chicha- 
rrones, and chili-spiced fruit, and, of course, 
plenty of children playing. However, this year 
the festivities had a serious side. Moving 
through the crowd were members of the neigh¬ 
borhood association, collecting testimonials 
about notices to vacate that had recently been 
posted on some residents’ doors. 

In January, the park was purchased by RV 
Horizons, Inc. Residents of the park own 
their homes, but lease the land. The new 
owners quickly began to demand higher rents, 
in violation of existing leases (most residents 
signed leases last November agreeing to pay 
about $390 in rent, including utilities), and 
declared that they would be charging sepa¬ 
rately for utilities. When people refused to 
pay, they were given notices to vacate saying 
they had 72 hours to pay, leave, or face evic¬ 
tion proceedings. Some of the notices listed 
past-due charges of more than $1,000. 

Council Member Greg Casar, in whose dis¬ 
trict the park lies, told the Chronicle that the 
park’s homes are, in actuality, far from mobile. 
Many owners have lived in them for 10 years 
or more. They’ve put thousands of dollars into 
those homes, and can’t afford to leave them 
behind. Nor is it feasible for them to find new 
plots of land and the means to transport 
entire houses. This leaves them seemingly at 
the mercy of their landlords. Casar quoted, dis¬ 
gustedly, RV Horizons co-owner Frank Rolfe, 
who told Bloomberg last year that owning a 
trailer park is like owning “a Waffle House 
where everyone is chained to the booths.” 


Unfortunately for Rolfe and his partner 
David Reynolds, owning the North Lamar 
park is turning out to be like owning a Waffle 
House where people know their rights, have 
experience organizing, and are not giving up 
without a fight. 

Residents came to Casar after they heard 
that his office had helped residents of the 

Stonegate Mobile Home Park, also in D4, 
organize a neighborhood association. (The 
Stonegate Residents Association has 
complaints about the way their park is man¬ 
aged.) Casar connected the North Lamar res¬ 
idents with Texas RioGrande Legal Aid, 
and they formed their own neighborhood 
association, Asociacion de Residentes de 
North Lamar. 

TRLA General Counsel Robert Doggett 
told the Chronicle that notices to vacate 
aren’t filed formally, which means there’s no 
initial check on their lawfulness. And indeed, 
he says in this case, the notices should have 
given the mobile home owners at least 10 
days to vacate the property, according to 
Texas law. But it’s only once the eviction pro¬ 
cess begins that the validity of a landlord’s 
grievances begin to be assessed. A person 
unfamiliar with property law may be so intimi¬ 
dated by the threat of eviction that they give 
in to a notice to vacate’s demands unques- 
tioningly, especially since eviction proceed¬ 
ings, regardless of their outcome, are record¬ 
ed on rental histories, and are considered by 
many property owners as a valid reason to 
deny a rental application. 

With all that in mind, TRLA has filed a law¬ 
suit on behalf of ARNL, asking for a temporary 
restraining order and a permanent injunction 
preventing RV Horizons from filing eviction 
proceedings. At a press conference Monday 
afternoon, May 4, Doggett announced that 
after the suit was filed that morning, the 
property owners agreed to take no further 
legal action for 14 days, and to instead try to 
work with ARNL to resolve the dispute. 


At Monday’s event, AISD District 3 Trustee 
Ann Teich and her husband Randy Teich, 

who is the president of the North Austin 
Civic Association, both spoke in support of 
ARNL. Ann Teich said that as a member of the 
Restore Rundberg Revitalization Team, 

“we’re looking for projects like this to promote.” 

ARNL President Roberto Sanchez, a for¬ 
mer member of the Austin Immigrant Rights 
Coalition and a Mexican immigrant, told the 
Chronicle that he’s lived in the park for 21 
years. He and his wife Margarita raised four 
children here - their three teenagers still live 
with them at home. Their oldest, who is 21, 
is a firefighter with Lake Travis Fire Depart¬ 
ment. Sanchez said that he had not wanted 
to get involved, but he could not ignore the 
landlords’ actions. Despite that initial reluc¬ 
tance, on Sunday, he was busily helping to 
> gather documentation for the upcoming law- 
* suit, and he gave a rousing speech in Span- 
% ish on Monday. Standing in front of a crowd 
| of ARNL members, he recounted evidence of 
his new landlords’ unscrupulousness before 
crowing, “\S\, se puede!” As the crowd 
applauded, a chihuahua let out a single, jubi¬ 
lant bark, much to everyone’s amusement. 

Casar also gave a strongly worded speech, 
saying, “We’re united, we know our rights, 
and we’re not going to let you break our laws, 
break our families, break our communities.” 
Casar’s vociferous support of the North 
Lamar and Stonegate residents is very much 
in keeping with his campaign, which empha¬ 
sized his community-organizer bona tides and 
his desire to represent all D4 residents, 
including those, such as undocumented 
immigrants, who could not vote for him. 
Encouraging neighborhood associations and 
civic engagement is undoubtedly a benefit to 
his constituents, and it’s nice to see a politi¬ 
cian unequivocally take a side. However, 
Casar and the rest of Council have plenty 
more work ahead of them when it comes to 
easing Austin’s lack of affordable housing. 

Because the venture capitalists aren’t 
going anywhere: A May 5 article in the Austin 
Monitor portrays Rolfe as less than concilia¬ 
tory. According to the Monitor, Rolfe claimed 
RV Horizons only raised rents on tenants with 
month-to-month leases, a claim that is con¬ 
tradicted by documents filed along with 
ARNL’s petition, including copies of previous 
12-month leases expiring November of this 
year, notices to vacate, and affidavits. (It’s 
also not clear whether RV Horizons gave the 
required 60-day notice of termination on the 
leases, if some were in fact month-to-month.) 
Rolfe, who is clearly a student of the Jordan 
French school of PR told the Monitor, 

“Nobody out there is going to have a gigantic 
financial hardship over an extra $100 per 
month,” and “It’s a free country. If residents 
feel they can find something at that price 
that’s superior, then please do. There are 
many other uses for this property. It doesn’t 
have to be a trailer park.” 

Rolfe’s comments raise an unanswered 
question: Once the tenants’ current leases 
expire, a landlord-friendly state like Texas 
doesn’t give them a lot of options under the 
law other than paying or leaving. ARNL’s law¬ 
suit may keep tenants in their homes until 
November, but what then? - Amy Kamp

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STICKLAND VS. PICKEn... AND THE WORLD 


Remember when Rep. Molly White, 
R-Belton, - the one who demanded that all 
Muslims recant terrorism - looked like a 
shoo-in for worst legislator this session? 
Not to be outdone, Rep. Jonathan Stick- 
land, R-Bedford, has been swinging for the 
fences by actually getting himself kicked 
out of a committee hearing. 

The April 30 meeting of the House 
Transportation Committee began affa¬ 
bly enough with the traditional hazing of 
freshman Rep. Andrew Murr, R-Kerrville. 
It also began with Committee Chair Joe 
Pickett, D-El Paso, laying out the rules 
for signing up to testify on, for, or against 
a bill. His instructions concerned mak¬ 
ing certain that people who were there to 
speak had actually filled out 
the right forms. Instead, he 
had to deal with the reverse: 
submitted forms featuring 
names of people who weren’t 
in the building. By sheer 
coincidence, they all seemed 
to be in favor of House Bill 
142, Stickland’s measure 
banning municipal red-light 
cameras (apparently because 
if a cop doesn’t see you jump¬ 
ing a red, it didn’t happen). 

Pickett even went so far as to call one sup¬ 
posed witness, who (it turned out) wasn’t 
even in Austin. When Stickland demanded 
that Pickett prove that his office had some¬ 
thing to do with the false sign-ups, Pickett 
replied, “I’m not having to prove anything, 
the proof is there. Please leave the commit¬ 
tee room or be removed.” When Stickland 
continued to rant from the podium, Pickett 
instructed the House Sergeant to escort 
him from the room. 

This was actually the second time that 
day the veteran Pickett and the freshman 
Stickland had clashed. Earlier, Stickland 
had attempted to derail Pickett’s HB 2346, 
giving Federal Reserve commissioned law 
officers the same powers as any other Texas 


cop. Stickland claimed that it was giving 
“state law enforcement powers to a pri¬ 
vate entity.” Pickett responded by giving 
Stickland a large-print version of the bill: 
To double-down on the condescension, he 
drew stick figures on the bill, of a Federal 
Reserve officer (marked “good guy”) and a 
robber (labeled “bad guy”). 

But while this may seem like Pickett 
indulging in vendetta, there’s far more 
evidence that Stickland has little concern 
for or interest in the legislative process. He 
has taken permanent residence at the back 
mic in the House chamber to raise spurious 
points of order on bills he perceives as a 
threat to “liberty.” The pattern has become 
a running joke among legislators and 


Lege watchers, with high points includ¬ 
ing House Appropriations Committee Vice 
Chair Sylvester Turner, D-Houston, hav¬ 
ing to explain basic committee respon¬ 
sibilities to Stickland (see “Lege Lines,” 
May 1). This also explains why Pickett, 
knowing Stickland’s demeanor, had his 
annotated version of the bill ready before 
the Chamber debate. 

Defending himself against his expulsion, 
Stickland fired back that he and his lawyers 
had combed over the rules and are “unable 
to locate anything that commands that a 
person must be present in the Capitol to 
register their support or opposition to a 
bill. In fact, there are rules which suggest 
exactly the opposite.” He better be right:

to marriage if to do so violates “a sin¬ 
cerely held religious belief. 77 The bill also 
shields any group or person from civil or 
criminal action, or from losing tax exempt 
status or government contracts when tak¬ 
ing those actions. 


During a May 4 State Affairs 
Committee hearing, anti-LGBT 
speakers showed up in full 
force - with one witness equat¬ 
ing same-sex marriage to a 
“hate crime 77 and another to 
“bestiality. 77 Faith leaders pre¬ 
dictably argued the bill would 
protect them from litigation 
and provide the ability to “exer¬ 
cise their conscience. 77 

Gay rights advocacy and civil liberty groups 
offered up an amendment to allay some con¬ 
cerns. The ACLU of Texas, the Texas Free¬ 
dom Network, and Equality Texas hoped 
to ensure clergy would only be subject to the 
protection “acting in that capacity 77 [as clergy]. 
Due to the loud opposition by pastors who 
support the bill, Estes declined to accept that 
four-word amendment, leaving the potential for 
clergy to discriminate in public roles, such as 



The General Investigating Committee will 
be examining what happened with the sign¬ 
ups. (And if Stickland’s position is upheld, 
expect legions of ghost witnesses to every 
committee hearing.) While Committee 
Chair John Kuempel, R-Seguin, said “no 
individual member is being targeted,” 
expect Stickland and his staff to face some 
tough questioning. 

Rank Censorship 

Rep. Paul Workman, R-Austin, wants to 
block state incentives for filmmakers and 
video game developers who aren’t making 
all their productions kid-friendly. 

On April 30, Workman presented his 
HB 1126 to the House Economic & Small 
Business Development Committee. He 
said he’s a supporter of state incentives - 
including the Texas Moving Image Indus¬ 


try Incentive Program - “however,” he 
added, “I do not believe that the state 
should be subsidizing the production of 
violent or inappropriate films or video 
games.” Workman’s language prevents 
the Texas Film Commission from using 
TMIIIP funds for projects that “will prob¬ 
ably on completion” receive either an R 
or NC-17 rating from the Motion Picture 
Association of America, or an M or A 
from the Entertainment Software Rating 
Board. In a moment of fearmongering, 
Workman raised the specter of a “Colum- 
bine-esque” school shooting inspired by a 
game subsidized by Texas. Instead, he said, 
the state should only provide incentives for 
projects that are “wholesome.” 


Aside from the presumption that gaming 
leads to violent behavior (a consistently 
debunked piece of pseudo-science), it’s that 
“probably” provision causing most concern. 
Workman’s bill is predicated on the idea 
that filmmakers and game producers know 
what rating their film or game will receive. 
This is generally a myth, and, for example, 
the MPAA has historically been far less 
forgiving toward independent films than 
studio pictures. So Workman’s belief that 
producers know what rating they will get 
seems misguided, and could lead to a chill¬ 
ing effect for directors and script writers. 

While no one spoke against the bill in the 
meeting, many groups signed up against 
it, including representatives of the city of 
San Antonio, Greenville Board of Develop¬ 
ment, the MPAA, the Texas Association of 
Business, and Austin-based Troublemaker 
Studios. Committee 

Chair Angie Chen Button, 
R-Richardson, has left HB 
1126 pending in committee.

justices of the peace or other governmental 
capacities. “The bill opens the door for pas¬ 
tors serving in a civil capacity to not treat cou¬ 
ples equally by refusing to perform marriages 
for religious reasons, 77 TFN’s communications 
director Dan Quinn told the Chronicle. “We 
offered an easy fix and the bill author chose 
not to take it. 77 (The House companion, HB 
3567 by Rep. Scott Sanford, R-McKinney, 
passed out of State Affairs on April 27.) 

The legislation, requested by anti-LGBT Lt. 
Gov. Dan Patrick, was filed last Tuesday, yet 
set for a committee hearing just two days 
later, an atypical practice in the Capitol - and 
the Senate temporarily suspended its rules 
to get SB 2065 up and running on the same 
day the U.S. Supreme Court was to hear 
arguments on marriage equality (a ruling on 
which is expected in June). 

This is just one of more than 20 anti-LGBT 
bills filed this session, and part of a handful 


that are steadily advancing in the final weeks 
of the session - including Sanford’s HB 3864 
(passed out of Juvenile Justice & Family 
Issues Committee April 22), which would 
allow state-funded child welfare providers to 
discriminate against LGBT families based 
on religious beliefs, and HB 4105 (passed 
out of State Affairs April 22) by Rep. Cecil 
Bell, R-Magnolia, which would prevent state 
or local funds from being used to license or 
recognize same-sex marriages. “We’ve never 
seen this many anti-LGBT bills filed before, 77 
said Quinn. “It’s clear that it’s part of a larger 
strategy to enshrine discriminatory laws in 
Texas before a Supreme Court ruling or any 
other decision. Meanwhile, LGBT families 
will spend months or years fighting these 
measures in litigation. If some of these bills 
pass, it will ultimately drag Texas into a whirl¬ 
wind of criticism that will make the Indiana 
uproar pale in comparison.

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Senate Votes to Ban Insurance 
Coverage for Abortion 

WOMEN MUST COME UP WITH THE MONEY THEMSELVES 



GENERATIONS OF MADNESS 


On Wednesday, the Texas Senate 
approved on third reading a bill that pro¬ 
hibits abortion coverage under both private 
and public insurance plans, marking one of 
the first pieces of anti-abortion legislation 
to make it through a vote on the floor. 

Senate Bill 575, by Friendswood Repub¬ 
lican Sen. Larry Taylor, would ban private 
insurance, as well as that offered 
through the Affordable Care Act 
marketplace, from covering abor¬ 
tion care services, unless women 
are facing a “medical emergency.” 

Women would need to purchase 
supplemental health insurance 
to gain abortion coverage under 
Taylor’s bill. To date, 25 states 
restrict abortion coverage in 
plans offered through the insur¬ 
ance exchanges, according to the 
Guttmacher Institute. 

In an all-too-ironic statement, 

Taylor made the argument his bill 
is really about choice. “This is not 
a ban on elective abortion. In fact, 
this bill is all about choice,” he 
told his Senate colleagues before a prelimi¬ 
nary vote and debate on the floor Tuesday. 

Sen. Sylvia Garcia, D-Houston, took issue 
with Taylor’s inability to include exceptions 
for rape or incest in his bill. (“It just didn’t 
address it. ... And those cases are a very 
small percentage,” replied Taylor.) While the 
bill author said he would consider such an 
amendment, he failed to accept it when 
Garcia proposed the expection on the floor 
Wednesday. Reproductive rights advocacy 
group, NARAL Pro-Choice Texas called the 
move to deny rape and incest exceptions to 
women “disgusting and cruel.” 

Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, offered real- 
world scenarios in which SB 575 would pose 
difficult complications for women, such as 
cases of rape or abnormal pregnancy that 
may not necessarily classify as a “medical 
emergency” under the given definition. 
“We need to be sensitive as to how the deci¬ 
sions we’re making might impact people’s 
lives,” said Watson. “A person who finds 


themselves in any of the three scenarios I 
just talked about might consider our actions 
to be extreme if we make their very difficult 
situation even more difficult by denying 
them insurance coverage.” 

Taylor - an insurance agent, not a physi¬ 
cian - minimized Watson’s concerns, calling 
the instances “rare” and “very extreme” (a 
term he later retracted). Abortion 
providers have payment plans, 
said Taylor, so women can still 
receive abortions: “They’ll just 
have to come up with another 
means to pay for it other than hav¬ 
ing all the people across Texas who 
buy insurance be forced to pay for 
something they don’t believe in or 
agree with.” 

Yet, buying into supplemental 
insurance may be too expensive 
for women already struggling with 
added costs and diminished access 
inflicted by stringent abortion laws, 
Garcia argued: “It’s unfortunate 
that we’ve already denied access to 
poor women and now we’re work¬ 
ing at chipping away at women who do have 
insurance to present yet another barrier.” 

Drawing the point that abortion care is 
being unfairly targeted by the legislation, 
Garcia asked, “What if I don’t believe in 
vasectomies; did you consider other issues 
that people may have a problem with?” 
Admitting that the abortion exclusion rule 
would prove “unique” in Texas, Taylor 
said the bill was meant to address anti¬ 
choice qualms. His reason for filing the bill: 
“Because the people who are opposed to 
abortion don’t like to be forced into paying 
for others who are choosing to have abor¬ 
tions.” (His definition, apparently, of grant¬ 
ing people “choice.”) 

SB 575 passed on a 21-10 largely party¬ 
line vote, with the support of lone anti¬ 
choice Democrat Sen. Eddie Lucio Jr. of 
Brownsville (Lucio stood as the sole Senate 
Dem to vote for 2013’s abortion-restrictive 
House Bill 2). The legislation now makes its 
way to the House. - Mary Tuma 


Next up on Texas’ execution schedule - 
May 12 - is 32-year-old Derrick Charles. 

On July 2, 2002, then-19-year-old Charles 
beat, strangled, sexually assaulted, and eventu¬ 
ally killed his 15-year-old girlfriend Myiesha 
Bennett, her mother Brenda Bennett, and her 
grandfather Obie Lee Bennett in their Houston 
home, for reasons Charles never could explain. 
He pled guilty, and was sentenced to death May 
14, 2003. At trial, his attorneys did very little to 
help Charles save his life. According to peti¬ 
tions for writs of habeas corpus filed at the 
state and federal levels, his trial attorneys 
Connie Williams and Sid Crowley called only 
four witnesses, and did no mitigation investiga¬ 
tion whatsoever. Crowley in particular did “virtu¬ 
ally nothing to prepare the punishment phase 
of Derrick’s trial,” wrote Randall Sorrels, who 
represented Charles during a petition for relief 
in 2009. Crowley reportedly billed only 15 
hours on the case: 10 to read the prosecu¬ 
tion’s file, five to prep testimony for one wit¬ 
ness, and zero for mitigating evidence. 

Those petitions also pointed to serious 
hardships Charles faced as a child growing up 


Al Capone, the infamous mob boss and 
bootlegger in Chicagoland during the Twenties, 
always maintained that he was just a busi¬ 
nessman, saying the only difference between 
him and others was that the law criminalized 
his business, while legalizing the criminality 
of so-called “legitimate” businessmen. 

Of course, big business bosses today 
would find their comparison to mob bosses 
distasteful - yet it’s not that far from a true 
fit for many of their corporate “enterprises.” 
After all, we regularly see shameless racke¬ 
teering schemes from the establishment 
peers of Wall Street, Big Oil, Big Food, etc. 

Then there are the wiseguys of Big Pharma, 
whose industrywide business model is based 
on legalized price gouging. On Feb. 10, for 
example, Valeant Pharmaceuticals stunned 
heart patients, doctors, and hospitals by sud¬ 
denly jacking up the price of two essential 
lifesaving heart drugs. By a lot - Valeant tri¬ 


in Houston. He was born prematurely to an 
allegedly schizophrenic, unemployable mother 
and a father who left before he was born. His 
stepfather was an alcoholic abuser who regu¬ 
larly violently assaulted Charles’ mother. 
Charles grew up in extreme poverty, the peti¬ 
tions reported, and was the product of a 
“multi-generational pattern of severe mental 
illness.” He was intermittently hospitalized 
(and sent to psychiatric facilities) throughout 
his childhood, and tested at the second 
grade level of reading when he was 16. 

Charles had a petition for rehearing denied 
in January 2014 and a petition for writ of cer¬ 
tiorari denied by the U.S. Supreme Court last 
October. Still at issue now is his competency 
and ability to understand his eventual execu¬ 
tion. His attorney Paul Mansur told the 
Chronicle Monday that federal HIPAA laws 
(relevant to his client’s family’s medical histo¬ 
ry) bar him from speaking specifically about 
recent efforts, but that he had plans to argue 
Charles’ incompetence though certain filings 
scheduled after this story goes to press.

pled the price of a single vial of Nitropress, 
from $260 to more than $800, while sextu- 
pling the price of Isuprel from $215 a vial to 
nearly $1,400! Had the drugmaker improved 
the medicines? No, they were exactly the 
same formulations as before. The only thing 
that changed was ownership - Valeant 
bought the rights to the medications from 
another company on Feb. 10. Then, on that 
very day, it arbitrarily used its monopoly con¬ 
trol to exact a rip-off price from those who 
have no choice but to pay it. A spokeswoman 
for Valeant was unrepentant: “Our duty is to 
our shareholders and to maximize the value” 
of their investments, she declared. 

By “duty,” the lady from Valeant didn’t 
mean a moral duty, but a “duty” manufac¬ 
tured by corporate lawyers and lobbyists to 
extract immoral profits from vulnerable peo¬ 
ple. Al Capone would smile approvingly at 
that rationalization. 



Austin police announced a 
bust of a marijuana “grow 
house” in South Austin that 
netted 400 plants from a 
rental house that had been 
remodeled to optimize 
indoor growing. Police said 
they had not yet made an 
arrest, but were questioning 
a person of interest. Almost

its own personnel might call it the worst.

apartment. A year and a half before that, in 
Dec. 2012, his good friend and colleague 
Randy Trinkle crashed his car and died on 
his way home from a shift. He’d run 24 
hours out on an ambulance; he fell asleep 
on the way to Fredericksburg. 

The days following Burger’s death were 
filled with medics both active and separated 
expressing sorrow and casting blame. They 
lashed out on Facebook. One post that was 
screenshotted and emailed to the Chronicle 
stuck out in particular: “I myself have been 
struggling and can’t get the help I need out 
of fear of losing my job for taking medica¬ 
tion or for asking for help and seen as not fit 
for duty,” it read. “This is what this depart¬ 
ment has done. Made it basically impossi¬ 
ble to reach out for help.” 

Sitterle, who moved to St. Louis in 2013, 
visited Austin for Burger’s funeral. “I talk¬ 
ed to pretty much as many people as I could 
possibly talk to: his friends, his supervisors, 
the ambulance crew that responded to his 
house that day. I talked to his family mem¬ 
bers,” he said. “There were a lot of personal 
things that were going on with Ryan, but I 
firmly believe that if he wasn’t as disillu¬ 
sioned with being a paramedic as he was, 
because of working at ATCEMS, I do not 
see this happening to him.” 


On Jan. 13, three weeks after making a 
New Year’s resolution to “be done with this 
place,” Austin-Travis County Emergency 
Medical Services paramedic Ryan Burger 
took a Glock 40 pistol to his head and shot 
himself to death. He was 29, engaged, and 
in preparations with his fiancee Stephanie 
Cunningham to leave Austin’s EMS system 
for what he’d determined was a better, more 
progressive opportunity in west Australia. 

Burger got to Austin in 2010 after half a 
decade as a first responder in his native San 
Diego. He came here for the practice: the 
protocols, the pit-crew style, and high save 
rates ATCEMS boasts for critical patients. 
He’d heard that ATCEMS ran one of the 
best Advanced Life Support programs out¬ 
side of Washington’s King County, where 
Medic One - which pioneered the practice 
- keeps watch over Seattle. He wanted a 
career in emergency services, and strived to 
climb Austin’s ladder. But by 2014, after 
four years in the organization, he started 
looking to get out. 

ATCEMS weighed on Burger, his friends 
and colleagues said after his death. He grew 
stressed, disillusioned, angry, bitter, and 
dejected; tired of the small calls and sick of 
his own professional stagnation. “I feel like 
I have to sell an ambulance ride,” he told 
Cunningham, after a particularly rote call to 
a low-risk patient. “I have to tell them that I 
can’t evaluate them as a provider, as some¬ 
body with 10 years of experience.” (The 
system’s protocols promote rapid transport 
and not on-scene diagnosis.) 

He dealt with bad calls, too, ones hard to 
think about. Like three dead babies in a 
week or crash scenes with brains strewn out 
across the freeway. His old ambulance part¬ 
ner and roommate Eric Sitterle once asked 
him what he did with his worst calls. “I take 
those things and I put them in a dark box 
under my bed,” Burger told him. “And I 
leave them there and never look at that.” 

Burger dealt with depression, as medics 
often do. He visited staff psychologists. He 
went to work every day feeling like any¬ 
thing he did could lead to a scolding; mak¬ 
ing the decision he thought was right could 
land him in deep trouble. 

So he made the Australia pact with Cun¬ 
ningham, their goal by this December. On 
Jan. 13, after some rough days on the truck 
and at home, he locked himself in a room 
and shot himself. He’s one of more than 40 
American fire and emergency medical 
workers to kill themselves so far this year. 

Burger could be considered a regrettable 
yet random casualty of the profession with¬ 
out context. But six months prior, on June 9, 
2014, 37-year-old ATCEMS rescue paramed¬ 
ic James Arizpe committed suicide at his 
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“DEATH, DYING, INJURY, AND ILLNESS” 

You don’t know what it’s like to be an 
emergency services provider until you’ve 
stood in the piss-soaked bedroom of a house 
and watched a team of medics try to revive 
an old, lonely guy though 15 minutes of 
automated CPR. It’s a small part of the job, 
but unavoidable. When the call goes off for 
a critical emergency, medics have no choice 
but to make haste. 

“We exist around death, dying, injury, 
and illness,” remarked Jay Cloud, a para¬ 
medic with 33 years of experience outside of 
Houston. “When we see these horrible situ¬ 
ations, we can’t turn off our biological insis¬ 
tence that this is a critical situation. We 
have to learn to rein in our reactions and 
refocus that to getting [the situation] 
resolved. And it is terrible to have to 
deal with these things. Usually 
it involves children or 
senior citizens.” 

Indeed, the life of 
a first responder is 
one of the most 
stressful in the 
nation, one 
where the non¬ 
life-threatening 
situations can be 


seen as nuisances, and the high-pressure 
ones cause nightmares. 

“People are doing work, day in and day 
out, at such a high level of stress and activ¬ 
ity that it’s like being continuously deployed 
in Afghanistan,” relayed Sitterle. “Obviously 
your friends aren’t getting blown up left 
and right, but other people are. Other peo¬ 
ple are getting shot and stabbed - all of 
these traumatic events.” 

Calls that aren’t life-or-death can be just 
as troubling. Paramedics interviewed for 
this story (who requested anonymity for 
fear of departmental retaliation) recounted 
instances of being bitten and punched in 
the crotch by drunks on Sixth Street. That’s 
if something actually happens; most calls 
are less eventful. Stubbed toes, sore throats, 
stomach pains, and headaches. Not every¬ 
body knows how to access health care with¬ 
out calling 9-1-1. First responders almost 
always carry aspirin. 

Medics are often the most resilient peo¬ 
ple you will meet: selfless, loyal individuals 
willing to literally throw themselves into 
fires for strangers. They can be cynical and 
are often loners, prone to dark humor to 
shake off the stress. For instance, during a 
ride-along, one medic regaled the other 
about the zits he’d seen on a corpse. And 
each rides out, for 12 or 24 hours 
at a time, with only one part¬ 
ner in the ambulance. Many

sleep poorly, and turn to alcohol for relief. 
“We all have ghosts,” said Fiona Campbell, 
an ATCEMS emergency medical technician 
and secretary at the Code Green Campaign, 
a national organization designed to increase 
education and awareness about depression 
and PTSD among first responders. “It’s 
about figuring out what you have to do to 
not have those ghosts keep you up at night.” 
According to Campbell, a third of the people 
in her industry suffer from PTSD. “But 
we’re extremely resilient. While we suffer 
from it, it doesn’t affect our ability to per¬ 
form the job.” 

Those who can’t suppress it often strug¬ 
gle to cope with hard times off the job. 
“Unfortunately, we have people who do 
commit suicide - because they feel like they 
have reached the end of their rope,” said 
Cloud. “In many cases, they think of them¬ 
selves as no longer valuable. They think of 
themselves as a failure.” 


ATCEMS has seen more than 2,700 first 
responders climb into its ambulances 
throughout its 39-year history. Before 2014 
it had seen just one suicide. Two in a six- 
month period has shaken the community to 
its core. 

HIGH-ACHIEVING, BUT SHORT-STAFFED 

On Jan. 1, 1976, after nine years operat¬ 
ing under the privatized monopoly of Austin 
Ambulance Service, Austin became the 
third major city in the United States to 
employ a governmental, third-service emer¬ 
gency medical department (the police and 
fire departments are the other two servic¬ 
es). The Austin-Travis County EMS quickly 
grew into one of the finest in the country. In 
1984, after nine years in the business, it won 
the National Association of EMTs award for 
System of the Year. 

The design premise of ATCEMS was 
simple: The bulk of the need for emergency 


services sat within city limits, but even 
those who lived in Austin sometimes ven¬ 
tured into the county. Those within the 
county but outside of city lines deserved 
the same quality care, whether they lived 
there or were visiting. A plan was hatched 
that would put the city on the tab for most 
of the budget, with Travis County 
Emergency Services contributing the rest 
in exchange for ample services. 

There were to be two tiers of medical 
care: Some trucks would be equipped for 
Advanced Life Support (ALS) and others 
designed for Basic Life Support (BLS). 
Paramedics are expensive and highly 
skilled, and are trained to handle various 
emergency medical procedures, like trache¬ 
al intubation and cardiac defibrillation, 
through up to 2,000 hours of intensive edu¬ 
cation. They would be in ALS ambulances, 
responding to the area’s most critical calls,

while BLS trucks would handle less critical 
calls, staffed by EMTs - emergency medical 
technicians, first responders with the skills 
necessary to perform basic life-saving tech¬ 
niques (like choking, first-aid, requests for 
transport, and hypothermia) but who only 
go through a couple hundred hours of train¬ 
ing. Whoever was dispatched had one top¬ 
flight standard to follow: On at least 90% of 
the most important calls inside the city, a 
unit would be on the scene within 10 min¬ 
utes. ATCEMS was and continues to be 
extremely diligent in its adherence to this 
standard. Recent statistics indicate that it’s 
achieved roughly 95% of the time. 

In the mid-Nineties, after a much- 
maligned run by director David Wuertz, Sue 
Edwards took over ATCEMS and converted 
all its trucks to ALS. She found the two- 
tiered system was expensive to maintain, 
medics said, and “we were throwing dice on 
whether we were sending the right 
resource.” EMTs were cut completely and 
paramedics took over. ATCEMS operated 
that way until 2012, when the department 
changed course again and began staffing 
each ambulance with one paramedic, also 
known as a Medic II, and one EMT, or 
Medic I. 

Today, ATCEMS deploys 37 full-time 
ambulances and five commander trucks 
covering 990 square miles of Travis County, 
looking after a population of 1.15 million 
people (roughly 885,000 within the city). 
Included in that tally are three demand 
ambulances working shorter shifts during 
peak hours, and one tactical ambulance, as 
well as two demand commanders who run 
on heavy work shifts. ATCEMS also deploys 
up to six mobile community health para¬ 
medic clinics staffed by seven trained com¬ 
munity health paramedics, Monday through 
Saturday from 8am to 6pm. 

The department’s budget during the fis¬ 
cal year 2014-15 stands at $42.2 million, up 
$5.7 million from the previous year, with 
roughly 75% of funds coming from the city 
and 25% from the county. More than 138,000 
incidents were reported last year, with med¬ 
ics responding to 113,848 of them. 

Historically, ATCEMS has run as one of 
the most respected systems in the nation, 
despite constant calls for more staffing sup¬ 
port. A Nov. 1993 Chronicle expose of the 
department (available with this story 
online) quoted Wuertz saying that the sys¬ 
tem was “stretched as tight as it can be.” In 
a letter to former City Manager Camille 
Barnett, Wuertz dug deeper. “Employees 
accrued more vacation time than the depart¬ 
ment can allow without exceeding overtime 
funding to provide additional coverage,” he 
wrote. “The local medic community has 
begun voicing concerns about the ability of 
paramedics and EMTs to make the best 
decisions when they potentially have gone 
without sleep for over 24 hours.” 

In 2006, amidst those same concerns, the 
department reduced workweek hours for 
field providers from 56 to 48. 

Today, ATCEMS runs an authorized 
strength (number of full-time employees 
approved by City Council) of 489, but cur-

rently has 43 open positions, with a uni¬ 
formed staff of 446. That includes 136 Medic 
Is (EMTs), 209 Medic IIs (paramedics), 52 
captains, and 38 commanders. But that 
number is deceiving. 

For example, on April 1, management 
delivered to Austin’s Public Safety Commis¬ 
sion figures listing 33 vacancies in its field 
division - three Medic II vacancies and 30 
for Medic I - plus 17 sworn staffers who 
can’t currently work on a truck for reasons 
related to on-the-job injuries, family or 
medical leaves of absence, military duties, 
or active investigations. The report’s 446

reported sworn staffers included the 23 
field medics and three communications 
medics currently in cadet training who can’t 
work, either. Those discrepancies, along 
with the 33 acknowledged vacancies, con¬ 
tributes to the remaining staff working a 
tremendous amount of overtime. In fact, 
this year’s ATCEMS overtime budget is 
nearly the same as that for the fire and 
police departments ($7 million, ATCEMS 
Chief of Staff James Shamard told the PSC 
last month), yet its staff size isn’t even half 
that of either of the other two. Field workers 
at ATCEMS encounter mandatory over¬ 
time, stand on-call during predetermined 
off days, and are regularly sent around the 
city to fill in at short-staffed stations. 

Today’s ATCEMS landscape has been 


marked up by a number of department 
changes, most notably the 2008 arrival of 
Chief Ernie Rodriguez, who previously 
served as director of operations at Ft. 
Worth’s MedStar Mobile Healthcare pro¬ 
gram, and Medical Director Dr. Paul Hin- 
chey, formerly a paramedic, now a physi¬ 
cian, who came from Wake County, N.C., in 
June 2009. 

In 2012, the department joined APD and 
AFD as part of the city’s Civil Service, con¬ 
verting workers from “at-will” employees of 
the city to a staff that negotiates its con¬ 
tracts as a collective body with ATCEMS 
management. Employee Association Pres¬ 
ident Tony Marquardt told the Statesman at 
the time that the change would prove “the 
most important issue we’ve come across in 
our existence.” Field staff were immediately 
granted a better promotion structure and 
given stronger arbitration rights in job dis¬ 
putes. But it also changed the way the 
trucks were staffed: Because of it, providers 
under investigation had to be taken off the 
schedule, creating more holes for medics to 
fill with overtime. 

That same year, ATCEMS converted its 
stock of ambulances to the two-tiered staff¬ 
ing model that brought EMTs (Medic Is) 
back into the fold. The decision came from 
Hinchey, who noted that changing opinions 
in medical studies indicated that two-tiered 
ambulances (a practice employed in many 
systems) had an advantageous effect on 
patient care. The studies claimed it was a 
better use of a paramedic’s training to have 
one paramedic handling all the high-priori¬ 
ty calls per unit and one EMT taking on the 
remaining calls, rather than two paramed¬ 
ics sharing the load and also attending to 
the less critical calls. Plus, the inclusion of 
EMTs could help to solve the program’s 
staffing issues by allowing a greater pool of 
providers to apply. 

Field providers still reject Hinchey’s rea- 
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EMS: A GLOSSARY 


Basic Life Support: Emergency medical care for 
treatment of shock, poisoning, stabilization of 
injuries and wounds, as well as basic first-aid 
practices. 

Advanced Life Support: Emergency medical care 
for sustaining the life of a patient suffering from 
a severe condition like a stroke or cardiac arrest. 

Paramedic (Medic II): Advanced providers of 
emergency medical care, often with nearly 
2,000 hours of training. Can provide care to 
individuals with significant problems, like heart 
attacks and traumas. 


Emergency Medical Technician (Medic I): 

Providers of basic medical care, like CPR, first- 
aid, requests for transport, and hypothermia. 
Training often consists of 150-200 hours.

soning. If critical calls account for only 7% 
of a paramedic’s job, they say, that’s a differ¬ 
ence of only three or four calls per month 
per medic - hardly enough to drastically 
enhance precision. Rather, the model wears 
on medics - requires that they be attentive 
through critical situations for longer peri¬ 
ods of each shift. And the staffing issues? 
Not satisfied. Just look at current figures. 

“They told City Council that it would help 
the applicant pool,” Marquardt remem¬ 
bered. “I don’t see that as a big goal. We can 
do that. To me, the sign of success is 
increasing the amount of employees we 
have and decreasing the amount of people 
leaving. That’s what hiring’s about.” 

A SYSTEM IN NEED OF REPAIR 

Organizationally, the years surrounding 
2012 could be best described as grim. There 
were problems with accounting and payroll, 
and various lawsuits from commanders. 

Safety measures crumbled. An audit con¬ 
ducted in Feb. 2013 noted a two-year period 
during which 278 on-the-job injuries result¬ 
ed in more than 4,234 days (and $1.6 mil¬ 
lion) lost to rehab. Injury costs per full-time 
employee grew from 100% more than the 
city average in 2010 to 350% more by 2012. 
Staffing got so bad in Aug. 2012 that 
ATCEMS came in $745,411 over its annual 
budget - and didn’t tell Travis County 
Emergency Services Manager Danny Hob¬ 
by that it anticipated this issue until the 
end of the fiscal year. Yet medics at ATCEMS 
were being offered overtime hours to work 
construction projects for the department - 
resulting in even more overtime being 
accrued. 


Problems with its fleet brought 338 ambu¬ 
lance breakdowns to the department over a 
three-year period, a figure, as the Statesman 
reported in Jan. 2014, eclipsing that of simi¬ 
larly sized cities by nearly three times. 
More than one-third of those issues derived 
from the department’s decision to use what 
turned out to be defective Ford F-450 ambu¬ 
lances. (Shamard says the department has 
since converted to a Dodge chassis and 
solved the problems.) 

A Feb. 2014 city audit slammed ATCEMS 
inventory management practices. Another 
audit, issued in Sept. 2013, had derided the 
department’s vision. “ATCEMS manage¬ 
ment has not established a comprehensive 
long-range plan on how the organization 
will provide effective, efficient, and eco¬ 
nomical services to meet the demands of a 
growing Austin,” wrote Ken Mory, Austin’s 
city auditor at the time. He based his con¬ 
clusions on a Jan. 2012 strategic plan issued 
by Rodriguez and his executive branch. The 
first strategic plan in the organization’s his¬ 
tory, it was so rudimentary that its break¬ 
down of the “Current Situation” carried no 
statistics. 

The department began to notice that the 
majority of its calls - particularly those of 
Downtown ambulances - were low-priority/ 
high-frequency instances, quite often 
involving transients without other health 
care options. Mory’s audit determined that 
ATCEMS maintained no “standardized 
guidelines” for reviewing these types of 
calls, which were taking their toll on medic 
morale (not to mention taxpayer dollars). In 
2013, Rodriguez told KVUE that he’d begun 
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developing a pilot program to station med¬ 
ics around the Austin Resource Center for 
the Homeless. Two years later, Rodriguez 
says the program is still in planning stages. 

The course of events was enough to drive 
departed ATCEMS paramedic David Wil¬ 
liams, who had since earned a Ph.D. and 
become a consultant for emergency medical 
systems, to pen an Aug. 2013 essay for the 
Journal of Emergency Medical Services 
titled “Is Austin’s EMS System Broken?” 

“The system is not ‘broken’ and could be 
repaired,” he wrote. “Doing so would require 
laser focus on shared outcomes, heavy 
emphasis on engagement and communica¬ 
tion, and a collaborative action plan to 
change. The will and resources are present 
to achieve the aim if there’s community 
interest and strong leadership to do so.” 

PASSING THE BUCK 

The medics at ATCEMS continue to do 
good public work. Mory’s audit noted how 
medical providers at area hospitals consid¬ 
ered ATCEMS delivery practices to be 
“exceptional or above average.” The depart¬ 
ment repeatedly hits its transport rates, and 
in 2013 answered more than 90% of calls 
within 10 minutes (and got to scenes on 
time at rates far better than its targets). 
Since 2008, its 40% survival rate for cardiac 
patients (in which the individual’s collapse 
was witnessed) is 10 percentage points over 
the national average. But its perennial 
problems continue to burden medics, and 
put them into precarious positions where 
their exhaustion makes them prone to oth¬ 
erwise avoidable mistakes. Sitterle remem¬ 
bers one instance, in particular, when he 
was on a truck for over 24 hours. “My part¬ 
ner was in the back and I was driving,” he 
said. “I couldn’t see more than 30 feet in 
front of the ambulance. 

“All I was doing was trying to stay 
between the lines.” 

By late 2013, the relationship between the 
Employee Association and ATCEMS man¬ 
agement had reached a boiling point. The 
summer before, at the behest of staff psy¬ 
chologist Dr. Marc Kruse, employees filled 
out a survey designed to “identify factors 
associated with job satisfaction and occupa¬ 
tional stress in paramedics” and “examine 
the prevalence of depression & PTSD 


symptoms.” Out of a possible 320, 256 
employees participated, with 76% participa¬ 
tion from paramedics. Results detailed 
symptoms of depression and PTSD, and 
indicated that medics suffered from poor 
diet, anxiety, and a general loss of interest 
and pleasure in various activities. 

The study showed that medics were 
quick to help others, able to work without 
close supervision, and valued their relation¬ 
ships with other paramedics. But satisfac¬ 
tion figures plummeted when they were 
asked about the relationships they had with 
field supervisors and department leader¬ 
ship. In fact, the five lowest-scoring items 


machine. That means very little to us in the 
cab of an ambulance. It was very remedial 
and almost insulting, and it pointed the 
finger away from any managerial responsi¬ 
bility.” He commissioned UT professor Noel 
Landuyt to run a similar survey and found 
that employee morale at ATCEMS was 
lower than that of workers in every other 
industry except prison guards. Marquardt 
said he took the survey to management and 
to former assistant city manager Mike 
McDonald, who both “gave lip service to it.” 

“Let’s focus on the things we can do,” he 
pleaded. “Which is organizational improve¬ 
ment.” 


with how things are going,” he continued. 
“The Medic I program causes more work for 
the Medic IIs, more liability, and has led to 
more de-accreditation issues.” People are 
scared, he said, of messing up and facing 
consequences. 

Shamard said that numbers provided by 
the Association fail to tell the story. “We’ve 
increased in the number of people we’ve 
lost,” he conceded, “but we’ve been getting 
more positions. So the pool is bigger.” He 
rattled off attrition rates for each year: 1.6% 
in 2011, 7.2% in 2012; 6.7% in 2013 and 5.5% 
in 2014. Attrition’s at 3% in 2015 and, he 
said, “we’re halfway through the [fiscal]

on Kruse’s job satisfaction poll all dealt 
with management: relationship with com¬ 
manders, relationship with department 
leadership, work schedules, opportunities 
for career advancement, and the “job in 
general.” Kruse and ATCEMS management 
chose to focus on occupational stresses, and 
produced two posters with data points con¬ 
cerning sleep habits and medic alcohol 
abuse. Marquardt maintains they passed 
the buck. 

“If you are an organization concerned 
with the welfare of your employees, why do 
you focus on the symptoms of off-duty sleep 
patterns and off-duty alcohol abuse?” he 
asked. “I think I speak for the majority of us 
when we wonder why they’re doing studies 
on sleep patterns, and that we should avoid 
sleeping with our pets or sleep with a sleep 


Medics pointed to Rodriguez’s lack of 
presence on the ambulances he watched 
over in conversations and in emails. They 
never saw him on the trucks, they said, and 
noted in contrast the way Police Chief Art 
Acevedo regularly rides out on patrols. 
They took issue with his surveillance of 
medics’ Eacebook pages, and attacked his 
love of referencing “wellness.” In Jan. 2012, 
he was roundly criticized for attempting to 
implement his first strategic plan via a face¬ 
less YouTube video. 

“YOU CALL, WE HAUL” 

Staffing numbers continue to dwindle. 
ATCEMS saw 66 separations between 2008 
and 2012, said Marquardt, and 122 since 
then. “You’re seeing more and more separa¬ 
tions are because of a dissatisfaction overall 


year,” so should end this year at around 6%. 

Rodriguez told the Chronicle that it’s 
hard to know why good medics are leaving 
his system. “I think there are some things 
that they tell us when they’re leaving, and 
some things that they don’t tell us,” he said. 
“It’s those things [they don’t say] that might 
help me more than what they are saying.” 
He said he’s been encouraged to reach out 
to those departing through more than a 
standard exit interview, and pledged to 
implement that practice. 

What they tell one another is that they 
missed having their own lives; missed hav¬ 
ing some semblance of a weekend and days 
off that they can count on - small pleasures 
like going to church or their kids’ baseball 
games. They missed being considered 
someone more than a taxi driver, following 
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a “You call, we haul” system that believes 
the best practice is to always take patients 
to hospitals. 

“They’re not given the ability to actually 
think like medical professionals and get 
people where they need to go,” said Sitterle, 
now an advanced practice paramedic with 
the ability to diagnose patients at Christian 
Hospital EMS outside St. Louis. “It’s incred¬ 
ibly frustrating. It’s like having to bang 
your head against the wall every day, 
because you know that you’re not doing the 
right thing on so many levels.” 

They feared telling their patients that 
they couldn’t go to a hospital in Round 
Rock if they lived near South Austin, 
because they could get in trouble for refus¬ 
ing service. “I have no problem taking care 
of somebody who’s having a heart attack 
and taking them to the closest appropriate 
hospital and doing everything I have to do,” 
continued Sitterle. “But in addition to all 
the really bad psychological trauma - bad 
calls, emotionally disturbing things - you 
have this constant onslaught of feeling like 
you are a yo-yo.” 

ATCEMS operates with such short intel¬ 
lectual leashes for its medics because of 
Texas Medical Board Code 197, which dic¬ 
tates that emergency medical providers in 
Texas operate under the license of their 
medical director. Hinchey, as medical direc¬ 
tor for Austin and Travis County, wields the 
utmost power: Any medic who, in Hinchey’s 
judgment, violates any one of five industry 
standards can get de-accredited and fired 
from the department. In place since 1999, 
the standard has irked Marquardt since 
Hinchey first came to Travis County in 
2009. 

“What Hinchey is doing is exactly what’s 
wrong with the process,” said Marquardt. 
“You can’t have credentialing issues with¬ 
out oversight at all. He can bring people in 
for any reason, and they’re brought in for 
this process. No representation. The panel 
is no longer peer-review.” The final decision 
is that of one man. 

Hinchey said he can’t talk about specific 
de-accreditations, but told the Chronicle 
that “if people knew the full extent of what 
happened, I’m confident they’d say, ‘Yeah, I 
don’t want a provider who hits a patient or 
comes to work drunk.’” 

“The center of all medical care, EMS and 
all that we do, is the patient,” he added. “It’s 
the reason why we exist, why EMS exists, 
and the reason why the health care system 
exists. Our protocols are written that way, 
our policies are written that way: to address 
the needs of the patient. My job, in terms of 
everything we do, is about the patient.” 

Questioned at a February Public Safety 
Commission meeting about his hard stance 
against what he considers “non-remedial 
circumstances” in the face of departmental 
morale issues, he stressed that he’s respon¬ 
sible for a department of 10 staff members 
(separate from ATCEMS) and that no one in 
his department faces morale issues. “I’m 
not an employer,” he explained when asked 
about the correspondence in April. “I don’t 
employ any of these [medics]. Our goal is a 
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partnership to try to take care of patients. 
So the treatments and the protocols and 
modalities are all built around that.” 

The Employee Association believes he 
rules with a heavy hand. In the six years 
since taking office, Hinchey has de-accred- 
ited eight different medics who’ve been in 
turn fired by ATCEMS. Marquardt believes 
he’s forced many others into quitting 
through intimidation. Medical directors in 
Houston, San Antonio, and Montgomery 
County (just north of Houston), Marquardt 
explained, haven’t de-credentialed and then 
fired a single staffer. 

ROAD TO RECOVERY? 

Rodriguez has his own take on Hinchey’s 
credential practices. “What I’d like to see is: 
If he feels the need to take someone’s cre¬ 
dential, I’d like to be able to consider, 
instead of firing that individual, maybe 
changing their credential so they can still 
be employed,” he said. “If a medic needs to 
step down and be an EMT for a year while 
they recoup and re-train.” 

Medics are Rodriguez’s responsibility, 
and despite years of struggling to support 
them, he’d rather deal with a full and happy 
staff than one that’s shorted and unhappy. 

He’s making efforts to become more 
medic-friendly, he says, and started taking 
classes at the Institute of Healthcare 
Improvement to better understand his 
workers. Recently, he installed a policy 
requiring him and his executive staff to 
spend one eight-hour shift per month on an 
ambulance with their medics - small pota¬ 
toes for the field staff who work the city 
more than 220 hours a month, but still bet¬ 
ter than nothing. 

He’s implementing a program called Just 
Culture to help fix cultural issues. “It’s an 
algorithmic process that actually hopes for 
human mistakes,” Rodriguez explained. 
The goal is to eradicate investigative sys¬ 
tems. “Instead of doing punishment, you 
send the employee back to work and say, 
‘Thanks for making that mistake and point¬ 
ing us to something we didn’t know about 
before.’ Now let’s put our concentration 
toward the cause of this thing.” He says he 
contacted the Code Green Campaign to 
help support and educate medics after the 
suicides, and has retained PTSD psycholo¬ 
gist Tania Glenn to assist Kruse with poten¬ 
tial patients. 

He’s resolved to get problems solved down 
at the Salvation Army and the ARCH, where 
he says he’s finally getting that pilot pro¬ 
gram off the ground. “It turned out to be 
more complicated than I thought it would be, 
and it’s caused me to walk a lot slower,” he 
said. “But I do think we’re making progress.” 

Most significantly, he’s resolved to get a 
handle on the staffing. Rodriguez says his 
No. 1 goal this year with the budget is to 
reduce medic workweeks to 42 hours, and 
he touts his efforts recruiting Hispanic 
medics at community colleges around the 
coastal bend. He believes a change in the 
academy structure (cadets now undergo 
four months of intensive training before 
moving to the trucks immediately) brought 


on by Hinchey will allow ATCEMS to close 
the vacancy gap much more quickly. The 
first class concludes at the end of this 
month and will bring on 19 cadets, with 
another planned to close this summer and 
welcome another 20. Hinchey, too, has 
begun considerations for another change to 
the ambulance arrangement that would 
reintroduce BLS trucks staffed entirely by 
EMTs, and keep the paramedic/EMT pair¬ 
ing on ALS trucks. “We’re taking bites,” 
said Hinchey. “We’re doing it in pieces.” 

Together, ATCEMS management and the 
office of the medical director point to the 
improvements local providers have made in 
community health care and its new pilot 
program for advanced paramedics that’s 
seen three meetings so far and, Shamard 


force me to put back into practice someone 
I think is a danger to the public.” On April 
22, he introduced a peer review system that 
would allow an appointed team of medics to 
anonymously peruse the facts of each cre¬ 
dent ialing review.) 

“My sense is that there are some things 
that EMS has been doing to try to address 
these issues, but it takes some time, and it 
takes resources,” says Rey Arellano, Austin 
assistant city manager since Dec. 2014. 
“Balancing all of those things is something 
I’m looking at with [Rodriguez], to try to 
make sure we can balance it best we can.”

reported, “identified the types of people we 
think will benefit from a community health 
paramedic program.” The goal is to expand 
medics’ role from the “You call, we haul” 
system, said Hinchey, to being able to tell a 
patient, ‘“Clearly you’re uncomfortable, and 
you’re going to need someone to look at 
your ear, but it’s not going to be at the emer¬ 
gency department at 3am. So we’ll give you 
something for your pain, and we’ll come 
back in the morning or give you an Uber 
voucher.’” Shamard points to internships 
offered within the department that allow 
medics to see other sides of the system. 

Marquardt, too, has been busy trying to 
enact change, working with Rep. Celia 
Israel, D-Austin, to pass HB 3488, which 
would afford de-accredited medics a chance 
to have their hearings heard before the 
State Office of Administrative Hearings. 
(Hinchey has opposed the bill, saying that it 
takes the decision out of the medical direc¬ 
tor’s hands and gives SOAH the chance to 
“render an opinion that could potentially 


achieve positive change. 

By now, the Employee Association and 
certain medics have all but lost faith in 
Rodriguez’s ability to drive change, and 
view with disdain his efforts to obtain more 
education in hopes of changing departmen¬ 
tal culture. Management has shown a his¬ 
tory of not following through: Marquardt 
has criticized them quite publicly for a lack 
of preparation for last year’s Ebola out¬ 
break, and members of the Public Safety 
Commission took them to task for their hur¬ 
ried implementation of the two-tiered 
medic program (Shamard and Rodriguez 
maintain they gave a pilot program ample 
testing time). Management knew the city’s 
2011 worker safety audit showed turn-of- 
the-century practices weren’t up to current 
standards, and still did nothing to fix it. The 
EMS safety committee founded in 2005 in 
the wake of earlier audits, Mory noted, had 
become dormant by 2012. “The pattern 
[from the chief regarding concerns] is ‘very 
receptive’ almost all of the time,” says 


Marquardt. “We can get a meeting and talk 
about the issue. But the follow-through on 
everything is almost nonexistent.” 

One nameless paramedic takes it one 
step further. “You know that scene at the 
end of Animal House, during the parade?” 
he asked. “Everything’s going haywire, and 
there’s this one ROTC in the middle shout¬ 
ing, ‘Everybody remain calm. Everything is 
under control!’ That’s Ernie. There’s all this 
chaos, but he’s saying everything’s okay. 
It’s not okay. And the fact that it hasn’t 
blown up in their face is all chance.” 

Recently, it seems, those involved with 
the decisions at ATCEMS have displayed a 
knack for missing the forest for the trees. In 
April, after City Council’s Public Safety 
Committee meeting featured heated com¬ 
ments concerning credentialing from 
Marquardt and testimony from Cunning¬ 
ham about Burger’s suicide, Council mem¬ 
ber and Committee Chair Don Zimmerman, 
in an interview with KXAN, advocated for 
using more overtime rather than hiring 
more full-time staffers. “Economically,” he 
said, “it makes sense to do more overtime 
than to bump up the head count, because 
the head count is so expensive.” (Zimmer¬ 
man has not responded to repeated requests 
for comment concerning worker fatigue.) 

This spring, the department also assumed 
the role of assisting APD blood draws on 
arrestees, a new source of overtime Sham¬ 
ard said was greeted with “120 people” 
responding via email about their enthusi¬ 
asm for the opportunity. (He said that no 
one sent a dissenting email.) It’s easy work, 
he maintained: You can read a book or do 
some homework. But it also creates more 
overtime for a population already stretched 
super-thin by too many special events, and 
eats into necessary time for employee recu¬ 
peration. “Those are being done by people 
who are on call during their days off,” 
pressed Sitterle. “Is it demanding? No, but 
it’s still your day off.” 

Meanwhile, his old colleagues wonder 
how many more low-priority calls EMTs will 
have to take each month if they’re on trucks 
that only offer BLS. 

“What might frustrate our providers is 
that we’ve seen a glimpse of what we can 
become, and we want it to happen right 
away,” said Hinchey. “You can only move so 
fast. We’re trying to get there and be ready, 
because the health care system is changing.” 

Marquardt said he’s met with professor 
Landuyt this spring, and they’ve begun 
talks to do a second round of their survey. 

“Management and the medical director 
are critical of [the first survey] for various 
reasons, but as the professor says, ‘It is a 
snapshot in time,”’ he said. “It is a legiti¬ 
mate overview of our organization at a time 
when things were turbulent: The schedule 
was up in the air, alternative staffing was 
happening. We wanted to do it again [last 
winter] but we had the suicide at the time 
that we wanted to deploy it. That would 
have also been a snapshot in time. 

“I don’t know that there’s ever going to be 
a time when things are neutral.” ■

Marital Enhancement 

Saudi Arabia’s very first sex accessory shop 
(in the holy city of Mecca) should be opening 
soon, according to news reports - operated by 
a Moroccan Muslim, backed by the German 
adult megaretailer Beate Uhse, and supposedly 
fully compliant with Islamic law. Owner Abdelaziz 
Aouragh told Agence France-Presse he would 
stock 18 different Islam-appropriate toys for 
married couples, along with oils and fragrances 
that he said would enhance the marital experi¬ 
ence. (He did not actually describe the toys, but 
ruled out U.S. mainstays such as inflatable 
dolls and vibrators.) One such “halal” sex shop 
opened in Turkey in 2013, and Aouragh’s finan¬ 
cial partner runs a similar enterprise online. 

The Continuing Crisis 

The February gun-and-baby-carrying work¬ 
shop in Johnston, Iowa, was so successful 
that instructor Melody Lauer and CrossRoads 
Shooting Sports owner Tom Hudson plan 
more. Lauer insisted that she does not nec¬ 
essarily encourage a baby-holding mother to 
arm herself, but if she chooses to, safety 
would of course require that she be familiar 
with the tricky procedure of drawing, aiming, 
and firing even though she might be “wear¬ 
ing” a baby in a sling in front of her body. 
Hudson, noting the fast-growing market of gun 
sales to women, said scheduling the work¬ 
shop “was a no-brainer.” 

What is believed to be America’s only hard- 
nosed “gang” composed only of gay and 
transgender African-Americans hopes to have 
its story told soon by filmmakers - who 
emphasize the group’s transition from fighters 
to entrepreneurs working to establish their 
own clothing line, according to a March report 


on Advocate.com. The gang, originally orga¬ 
nized for protection (“We gonna get our 
respect one way or another,” said one), hails 
from the violent Washington, D.C., Trinidad 
neighborhood, yet some of the 200 members 
(in their teens or early 20s) insist on stilettos, 
lipstick, and mascara (while carrying knives, 
brass knuckles, and mace). 

Questionable Judgments 

Pioneering British facial surgeon Ninian 
Peckitt, 63, facing a Medical Practitioners 
Tribunal in Manchester in April, was accused 
by a witness of “repeatedly” having punched 
one patient in the face during a procedure in 
order to straighten a fracture. Dr. Peckitt 
acknowledged having used his hands to 
“manipulate” bones in the patient’s face, call¬ 
ing it a routine surgery-avoiding procedure 
sometimes required for extensive injuries. 

Suspicions Confirmed: Two airport screen- 
ers at Denver International collaborated in an 
ongoing ploy in which one, a male, signaled 
to a female colleague that he had spotted an 
attractive male passenger in line that he 
might like to grope. The female would then 
suddenly notice an “anomaly” in the screen¬ 
ing and ask that passenger to stand aside so 
the male agent could “inspect” him further - 
by genital and posterior fondling (over his 
clothing). The two agents were fired in 
February after a Transportation Security 
Administration investigator, having been alert¬ 
ed to the scheme, observed it in action. 

Inexplicable 

From Recent Florida Crime Reports: 

1) Mohammed Almarri, 21, was arrested on 
multiple charges in Tampa on April 12 after ille¬ 


gally entering a neighbor’s apartment in a high- 
rise and forcing the owner onto the balcony. For 
reasons undisclosed in the police report, 

Almarri then allegedly microwaved the man’s 
wallet in his oven. 2) Joseph Williams, 35 (and 
with several pending warrants), was arrested on 
April 5 in Fort Pierce, Fla., after entering the 
emergency room at Lawnwood Regional Medical 
Center and Heart Institute, demanding an 
enema and refusing to leave until he got one. 

Leading Economic Indicators 

In the face of jokes about proliferating air¬ 
line charges, the British economy line easyJet 
added another fee recently. If easyJet, on its 
own, cancels a flight, it charges a fee of 10 
British pounds (about $15) to notify third par¬ 
ties. The airline said that even though its own 
decision created the issue, it must nonethe¬ 
less cover its costs to provide cancellation 
notices to passengers who miss connections 
or who need to provide verification to collect 
on private travel-interruption insurance. 

Is This a Great Country or What? Counting 
only the pool of bonus money (not regular sal¬ 
aries), employees of New York securities 
industries in 2014 earned roughly twice as 
much as the total income paid to all employ¬ 
ees in the United States who worked full time 
at the federal minimum wage ($7.25 an 
hour). (The statistic, from a report by the 
Institute for Policy Studies, and reinforced by 
a University of Michigan professor using fig¬ 
ures from the New York State Comptroller 
and the Bureau of Labor Statistics, was fea¬ 
tured in a March New York Times analysis.) 

Wait, What? 

In April, a court in Munich, Germany, 
ordered a dentist (identified only as “K”) to 
pay the equivalent of about $21,000 to 
patient “Alex S” for pulling all of his teeth 
(19) over four weeks of treatments - as the 
remedy for his schizophrenia and erectile dys¬ 
function. The dentist had testified that Alex 
had too much bone inflammation for ordinary 
fillings. K made his own claim for the equiva¬ 
lent of about $54,000 for the damage to his 
professional reputation that the trial had 
caused, but the court rejected it.

1) Austin Hatfield, 18, reported to an emer¬ 
gency room in April after being bitten on the lip 
by a venomous cottonmouth viper in Wimauma, 
Fla. According to a fish and wildlife commission 
spokesman, Hatfield had been keeping the 
recently caught snake in an ordinary pillowcase 
on his bed, and when it got out, Hatfield 
(ungracefully) recaptured it. (The bite was not 
fatal.)

The Academe Is an Actress 

DOES SHAKESPEARE PASS THE BECHDEL TEST? 
AND OTHER FEMINIST QUERIES by Rosalind Faires 


How is it possible that the same man who 
is celebrated for the creation of rich female 
roles like Juliet and Cleopatra and Beatrice 
also wrote The Taming of the Shrew ? 

I’ve heard the question often from class¬ 
mates, fellow actors, and Shakespeare- 
minded friends. On the one hand: plays 
where women with ample determination, pas¬ 
sion, and wit guide the story and are praised 
for it. On the other: plays in which women 
are bartered away and beaten down until they 
are submissive or irrelevant to the action. 

Tina Packer, author of Women of Will: 
Following the Feminine in Shakespeare's Plays 
(Knopf, 336 pp., $27.95) and a performance 
piece of the same name, would reconcile the 
seeming incompatibility with the assertion 
that it wasn't the same man: The playwright 
who put Katherine’s hand under Petruchio’s 
foot wasn’t the same one who gave daugh¬ 
ters the opportunity to redeem their fathers 
in the late romances. Women of Will is as 
much a critical inquiry into the evolving depic¬ 
tions of women in the Bard’s plays 
as a coming-of-age story of a 
young male playwright learning to 
respect women, understand their 
patriarchal predicament, and write 
about them compassionately and 
insightfully. 

Packer’s case is a compelling 
one, not only because chronology 
is in her favor - the plays with 
mostly insubstantial or dominated 
female characters seem to have 
been written early in Shakespeare’s career - 
but because of her warm, engaging prose 
and eagerness to examine the plays not as 
static texts but as blueprints for perfor¬ 
mance. Packer, the founding artistic director 
of Massachusetts’ Shakespeare & Company 
and a lauded professor, tackles issues of the 
historical record and shares lessons gleaned 
from her personal theatrical experiences (as 
actor, audience member, and director) with 
the same breadth. The result is a book that’s 
remarkably accessible, particularly to artists 
and casual readers who admire Shakespeare’s 
work but may have shied away from the drier, 
more somber tomes on his life and legacy. 
Packer’s primary failing may be making the 
descriptions of the theatrical Women of Will, 
the Guggenheim grant- and Bunting fellow- 
ship-funded piece that she created with 
Nigel Gore and Eric Tucker, sound too entic¬ 
ing - I hoped the text of the performance 
might be included, or that, God willing, she 
might be touring it to Texas sometime soon. 
No such luck. 
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What will be playing in Austin this 
weekend is a feminist experiment 
Packer would smile upon: 
Shakespeare at Winedale alums 
Nell McKeown and Stephanie 
Donowho are putting the spotlight 
on two women of Will you may not 
know. Margaret and Joan (yes, of 
Arc, though here she is decidedly 
not a saint) originally appear in the Flenry VI 
trilogy, the rarely staged history cycle preceding 
Richard III. Women are few and far between in 
these war plays, often because they’re relegat¬ 
ed to the private sphere - when all the action 
is on the battlefield and the women are at 
home, the result is an overwhelmingly mascu¬ 
line text. But in Tiger's Fleart, Woman's Flide, 
the men play second fiddle to women warriors. 

Donowho and McKeown have whittled the 
three cumbersome plays ( Flenry VI, Parts I, II, 
and III) into one slim one; the text is all 
Shakespeare’s, but the storylines unrelated 
to Margaret and Joan’s respective rises and 
falls are gone. What emerges are parallel 
tales of women pinned in by patriarchal 
restraints who, through great intellect, charis¬ 
ma, and grim determination, defy expecta¬ 
tions. Donowho plays Joan, the shepherdess- 
turned-military-commander-turned-witch 
(424-year-old spoiler!), McKeown takes on 
Margaret, talented political player and wife of 


Henry VI, and between them, the pair play all 
the men that interact with the two women. 

Like Packer, Donowho and McKeown see 
the intersection of scholarly analysis and the¬ 
atrical performance as vital when it comes to 
Shakespeare. “We got to that point in the 
text,” says Donowho, “where it was like, in 
order to understand [Joan and Margaret] fur¬ 
ther or to have any more ideas about this, we 
have to look at it in terms of performance 
choices.” The project - a labor of love from 
Donowho and McKeown, who together script¬ 
ed, directed, and perform the piece - was 
born of a broader scholastic inquiry about 
Shakespeare: whether any of his plays pass 
the Bechdel test, and if that test is of use in 
contemporary feminist analysis of the plays. 

In combing the history plays for female inter¬ 
action, Donowho and McKeown began seeing 
trends in what women were and weren’t 
allowed to get away with, and they noted Joan 
and Margaret as fascinating outliers to the 
passive wife/mother/tavern wench model. In 
stripping away extraneous plots to examine 
the trajectories of Joan and Margaret, they 
ended up creating Tiger's Fleart and an accom¬ 
panying academic treatise, which they’ve sub¬ 
mitted to the Blackfriars Conference at the 
American Shakespeare Center. 

Both Packer and the Tiger's Fleart team 
seek to shift the cultural conversation about 
the women of Shakespeare. Packer reframes 
non-progressive portrayals of women in the 
early plays as teaching moments for a play¬ 
wright who will eventually pen more success¬ 
ful female characters. Donowho and 
McKeown take Joan and Margaret, two forgot¬ 
ten women of the histories, and advocate for 
their significance in the canon by setting their 
stories center stage. In Women of Will, 

Packer suggests that writing Flenry VI deeply 
impacted Shakespeare’s understanding of 
women, and Tiger's Fleart, Woman's Flide cap¬ 
tures the moment where the playwright 
begins to grapple with female characters who 
will fight to speak their minds. It’s well worth 
listening to what they have to say. ■

Cassatt’s Descendants 

Finding the intersection of art and motherhood in the West Austin Studio Tour 

In thinking about the 2015 West Austin Studio Tour, running May 9-17, I flashed on Mary Cassatt - not because the 
beloved American impressionist has any artwork showing in WEST, but because the first Sunday of this year’s event 
coincides with Mother’s Day, and Cassatt lives right there at the intersection of art and motherhood. Though she had no 
children herself, she made depictions of young children with their mothers her major subject for more than half of her 
career, and that led me to wonder if there are participants in this year’s WEST whose work is informed by motherhood. To 
find out, I dispatched three Chronicle arts writers to find out. Here are four of their discoveries. (For more information 
about WEST, visit www.westaustinstudiotour.com.)

VIRGINIA FLECK 

When I mention to artist Virginia Fleck that, due to the 
proximity of Mother’s Day, the Chronicle is sparking its 
West Austin Studio Tour coverage with a look at artists who 
are also mothers, she smiles. 

“For this year’s WEST,” she says, “for the first time I’m 
partnering with another artist, Yuliya Lanina, who is the 
mother of 3-year-old twins. And those kids, they’re always 
in tutus, they wear wings, they speak Russian - two little 
girls babbling in Russian, playing house and going 
‘Da! Da!”’ 

Fleck laughs, because how delightful is that? But being a 
mother isn’t always just tutus and wings - whether the chil¬ 
dren are somebody else’s or your own. 

“I’m not officially parenting anymore,” says Fleck, 
“because my daughter is 22, so the parenting is more 
stealth. But it takes even more energy than the former par¬ 
enting style. Stealth is really hard because there’s a lot 
more restraint, you have to look like you’re not giving 
advice. Looking back over the years, being a mother and 
being an artist - a fairly busy artist - the amount of time 
each thing takes was always challenging. And I chose not to 
go away for residencies, although that’s a solution for some 
working mothers, because I like being at home. So I just 
divided up my day. When my daughter was at school, I was 
an artist; when she came home, I was a mom. And if she 
stayed overnight at someone’s house, I got to be an over¬ 
night artist, a stay-up-late artist. I just did the work so it 
revolved around the mom schedule. The mothering came 


first, and I knew when I was having a child that that’s how 
it would be. So, timewise, I was at a disadvantage.” 

Each choice, as any decent parent (or artist) will tell you, 
comes with consequences of one kind or another. And some 
of those consequences can be positive things. 

“I also feel that I had, and I still have,” says Fleck, “an 
advantage that my daughter provided. Having an infant, 
then a toddler, then a child - being around that beginner’s 
mind? That was always fascinating and hilarious. There 
were always these flashes of genius that came out of the 
mouths of my daughter and her friends, when children play 
and socialize. And that was all inspiration for me.” 

For Fleck, whose work recycles used shopping bags 
into brightly complex patterns, the influence on her art 
was tangible. 

“I was inspired to do the work that I’m doing now 
because I saw how my daughter was being marketed to. I 
was just getting kind of pissed off about how they were 
marketing, especially to little girls. And I noticed there was 
a real nostalgia for Sixties and Seventies psychedelic, hip¬ 
pie graphics, and I started working with the actual bags that 
my daughter and her friends would bring home from the 
mall - I used them to make those first mandalas.” 

Seems like that old making-lemonade-from-life’s-lemons 
paradigm, doesn’t it? 

“That’s the great thing about being a mother and an art¬ 
ist,” says Fleck, “about protecting your child and following 
your heart: these little unexpected journeys that no one’s 
gonna tell you about in art school. I feel like the bill of 



goods that was going around when I was in art school, about 
what your life would be like; I jokingly call it the Three Bs. 
That was Beret, the Bongos, and the Bare lightbulb. Yeah, 
the romantic artist life of living in a flat, and - well, I did 
marry a jazz musician, and I do have lots of berets. But I’m 
way too sensitive for the bare lightbulbs.”

Austin Chronicle: How has your work 
changed since you’ve become a parent? 

Jana Swec: It wasn’t until I had my first 
child that I started drawing my trees. I used 
to really believe that the art that I made 
should have more of a political stance or 
meaning to it. Why else would I make it? It 
needed to have some greater public purpose. 
But once I had kids, I spent more of my 
“free” time making work that was more 
about finding quiet and a sense of flow while 
creating. Parenting is mentally and physi¬ 
cally exhausting. I found the only time I 
could relax and calm my head was when I 
worked on these very meditative, repetitive 
drawings. I couldn’t explain necessarily what 


they meant, but the process of making them 
was what my body needed. This work didn’t 
seem to have the same purpose that I previ¬ 
ously had tried to achieve. I let the stifling 
pressure go. Previously, I’d get so hung up 
on the meaning of the piece and not be able 
to move forward. Once I started to make art 
that was more about my personal needs, I 
found more enjoyment in the process. I real¬ 
ized that the purpose of art can sometimes 
just be what the artist needs in that moment. 

When I first started making the trees, they 
had such a different meaning for me than 
they do now. I was nervous to put them out 
in the world for there was something very 
sexual and sensual about them that I knew 
I’d have to discuss. It may sound strange to 
say, but I was a bit turned on by this new 
work, these undulating trees. Once I finally 
exhibited them, I found that people really 
enjoyed talking about them as well. Maybe 
people just want an excuse to talk about 
sex, but I think people also find it liberating 
to see others express a more private side of 
themselves and not be ashamed about it. 
That’s where the trees started; maybe 
they’re why I have so many kids!

VALERIE FOWLER 

Valerie Fowler has a fascination with 
botanicals that often translates, after weeks 
and weeks of applying a stunning variety of 
pigments to canvas, into near psychedelic 
renderings of abundant plant life and the 
patterns such vegetal complication can 
form. The acclaimed painter is also respon¬ 
sible for the illustrations and hand-cranked 
moving panoramas of the Ivy and the 
Wicker Suitcase multimedia show created 
by her husband Brian Beattie. And, like 
Virginia Fleck and Yuliya Lanina and quite 
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a few other artists showing in the West 
Austin Studio Tour, Fowler is also a mother. 
Not an easy combination, all those things. 

“Well, I have a lot of help from my hus¬ 
band,” says Fowler. “He’s sympathetic 
because he’s also an artist - a musician - 
and we started, really early on, dividing up 
all the child care. Now our kids are teenag¬ 
ers - our son is 18, our daughter is 17 and a 
half - so they’re on their way now, pretty 
much. But back then we had a schedule 
where, three days a week, he had charge of 
the kids; and, three days a week, I had 
charge of the kids. We had 10am to 6pm 
shifts, and one day was family day. It was 
kind of a strict schedule, but it really worked 
for us - we did that for years and years. And 
now they need us less and less. But still, I 
have a flexible schedule. So, like today, I 
was painting until 3:30, and then out the 
door to pick up my daughter and run a 
couple of errands. But I’m luckier than a lot 
of moms, because I’m able to do that.” 

Sometimes, it turns out, home is also 
where the art is. 

“During the first years I had kids, I gar¬ 
dened and I painted plants - well, I still 
paint plants - so most of the paintings have 


a personal source: from my yard, my gar¬ 
den. And there were things that my kids 
brought me over the years. My son brought 
me these spiky palm fronds when he was a 
toddler, and I painted them - I still have 
them in my studio. And the kids would 
bring me cool rocks, and we’d go on hikes, 
and that also influenced my work. Before I 
had kids, I painted figures - humans - and 
I stopped doing that after I had kids. Then 
it was just plants and botanical things.” 

These botanical paintings will be among 
what Fowler has on display in her second- 
floor studio during WEST, but she’ll also 
have more recent work available. 

“Lately I’ve been doing large-scale draw¬ 
ings of my neighborhood,” she says. “Some 
of it looks like the neighborhood; some of it 
looks like you wouldn’t know where it was 
from. I’ve got one new big painting I’m 
working on, too, plus the drawings.” She 
smiles among the instruments of her cre¬ 
ation. “I’ve been busy.” 

Truthfully spoken like, we daresay, a 
mom or an artist - but especially both.

Austin Chronicle : Mockingbird Domestics 
sits right at the crosshairs of design, art, and 
home furnishings. How do you personally 
feel connected to the work?

A Private Little Peace 

An angel and a demon abandon their cosmic conflict in 
Trouble Puppet’s The Wars of Heaven, Part I

The show opens with two Russian soldiers 
taking shelter in the rubble of Stalingrad as 
the Nazis lay siege. At first, they’re just two 
soldiers complaining about the hell of 
war. Except the heads of these pup¬ 
pets reveal that they are demonic sol¬ 
diers. Which is interesting, because 
they do, in fact, belong in hell. They 
don’t seem thrilled with the idea. 

Trouble Puppet’s newest produc¬ 
tion is an original story with 
strong roots in Milton’s 
Paradise Lost, the 17th-cen¬ 
tury epic of Satan’s rebellion 
against heaven. Its contem¬ 
porary spin goes beyond the 
casual and profanity-laced 
dialogue. In this epic, Lucifer 
is female, as are the other demons, who 
insist that rather than being cast out from 
heaven, they chose to leave. They rejected 
the divine, male authority of God the Father 
in favor of independence and self-worth. The 
angels who stayed loyal to heaven are male. 

Moreover, the lead characters of this play 
are not Lucifer, Michael, or God the Father. 
They’re just two anonymous foot soldiers 


who have spent millennia in the trenches of 
a war between the angels, which has encom¬ 
passed every significant human conflict 
since the beginning of history. And they 
don’t always take the sides one might 
expect. In the opening scene, it’s 
revealed that the Nazi sniper that the 
demons are hiding from is actually a 
heavenly angel, fighting on the side of 
fascist totalitarianism. 

Once the sniper and the 
older of the two demons 
recognize each other, they 
stop shooting and enjoy a 
friendly reunion, baffling the 
younger demon. The pair 
explain that they’ve fought 
each other in so many con¬ 
flicts that they finally decided to just stop. It 
wasn’t like killing each other was making a 
difference; they would simply meet again on 
a later battlefield, in a technicality which isn’t 
really explained but sounds sort of like the 
way video game enemies re-spawn. Instead, 
they have declared a private truce. 

The truce becomes the most interesting 
aspect of The Wars of Heaven. In making the

rebel demons females who are fighting an 
authoritarian, apparently merciless god, an 
audience located in a culture of individualism 
and nominal (if not actual) gender equality is 
likely to sway to the side of those traditionally 
viewed as evil. Throwing the audience off- 
balance is useful, but in itself it is not as pro¬ 
found as the questions raised once the angel 
and demon have decided to stop fighting. 

Specifically, what is the significance of quit¬ 
ting a rebellion? Does it mean you’re giving in 
to the forces you’ve been fighting, or does it 
mean you’re taking a third stance altogether? 
And if it’s just two beings who have agreed 
to quit the senselessness of warfare, does 
it matter? Is it enough, or should they try to 
recruit others to their pacifism? One assumes 


that part II of this proposed epic trilogy will 
begin to offer answers to these questions. 

As always, Trouble Puppet recruits a strong 
ensemble of performers and designers. The 
music by composer Justin Sherburn espe¬ 
cially is a remarkable aspect to the play, with 
recorded contributions from the ensemble 
Convergence. Artistically, the production uses 
tabletop puppets, which have been Trouble 
Puppet’s bread and butter, and it also makes 
heavy use of shadow puppetry. Over the 
course of the company’s life thus far, Artistic 
Director Connor Hopkins has set a trend of 
challenging himself and the company with 
more and more complex ideas. If this trend 
continues, it will be interesting to see what 
ground this epic seeks to explore.

In the second show from the house-gallery 
Permanent Collection, artists Sara Condo and 
Lindsay Hutchens provide two outlooks on 
female identity and personal loss. Permanent 
Collection’s mission is to bring together an art¬ 
ist from the Midwest (PC’s founders relocated 
to Austin from Chicago) and one from Texas for 
each exhibition. Condo lives in Chicago, where 
she’s getting her MFA in photography, while 
Hutchens is a current Austinite who will be leav¬ 
ing this fall to pursue dual master’s degrees at 
the School of the Art Institute of Chicago. 

The parallel-lives experience of Condo and 
Hutchens takes center stage in the exhibition. 
Condo’s photographs capture various keep¬ 
sakes that were owned by her mother, and a 
video tracks her mother’s journey out west 
on a train. Condo’s mother worked for Amtrak 
for years, and the video, The Empire Builder, 
serves as a re-creation of her mother’s travels 
with the company while giving Condo herself 
a more intensive medium to experiment with. 
The result is a somber work that helps provide 
scope for the intensity of the artist’s loss. 

While Condo’s work takes a starker approach 
to still life, with personal mementos cast against 
pitch-black backgrounds, Hutchens’ oscillates 
toward capturing her personal affections in situ. 
With an erect She-Ra figurine titled For Sale: 
Princess of Power, Hutchens begins to dismantle 
the collection of toys that she had been saving 
for the children she thought she would have 
someday. But as Hutchens has become more 
removed from the reality of creating her own 
family, so too have the potential playthings 
become detached from their nostalgia. 

In addition to the images of Hutchens’ for¬ 
mer mementos, the artist has all of the items 
listed for sale on Craigslist with brief descrip¬ 
tions of their significance. Permanent Collection 
has provided an iPad in-gallery so that visitors 
may also read through the Craigslist ads while 
viewing the original photographs. This performa¬ 
tive act will be finalized at the show’s closing, 
where all still-available items will be sold off at 
an on-site garage sale - one which just hap¬ 
pens to fall directly on Mother’s Day. 

Condo and Hutchens approach maternity 
from opposite perspectives, but together 
they create a comprehensive view of loss, 
femininity, and identity. Their combined work 
leaves audiences with a lasting impression 
of bittersweet recollection and hesitant hope 
for the future. - Caitlin Greenwood

On the Cheap: 
Guantanamera 
Cuban Cuisine

Guantanamera’s owner/manager Iskander 
“Iska” Gener left Cuba in 2008, and began 
a whirlwind tour of South America, beginning 
in Ecuador. While bartending there, he met 
a friend of the restaurant’s owners, “Tuky,” 
a young Ecuadorian woman working for a 
Spanish oil and gas firm. He married her, 
and Tuky’s work took them to Peru, Bolivia, 
Argentina, Brazil, and Mexico, before arriving 
in Austin in 2010. Once settled, he worked 
at several Cuban restaurants, managing 
at Habana Restaurant 
for three years. Iska 
and Tuky finally opened 
Guantanamera this 
past February. 

Armed with a wealth 
of cherished family 
recipes for fresh, home- 
style Cuban cuisine, 
they tastefully remodeled what used to be a 
Chinese restaurant in the strip center on the 
Southwest corner of West Gate Boulevard and 
William Cannon. Inside you’ll find a small but 
well-stocked bar at the back wall (happy hour 
is 4-7pm), where they make a top-notch 
Spanish-style gin & tonic and a killer 
Hemingway. The entire south wall is draped in 


a photo mural of Havana and 
the Malecon, while the dark- 
stained concrete floor, warm 
colors, and wood offer a welcome 55-seat 
respite from the parking lot outside. 

Lunch is served llam-3pm, offering big 
portions of “meat and three” meals. Each 
plate comes with rice and beans, but you 
choose between congri (black beans mixed 
with white rice), white or yellow rice, or red 
or black beans. Then you add an additional 
side from the list of seven 
offerings. I have tried four 
of the 10 lunch entrees and 
have loved each one. Masas 
fritas ($9) are chunks of 
mojo criollo- marinated pork 
fried in lard, golden outside 
and succulent within. Lechon 
asado ($9.50) gets the same 
marinade and hours in a slow oven until it 
gets so tender it melts in your mouth. Polio 
al horno ($9) is a marinated chicken leg 
quarter that is roasted with onion and red 
bell peppers, turning it moist and juicy. Ropa 
vieja (9.50) has the tenderest shreds of beef, 
bathed in a rich sauce of tomato, olives, 
and spices.

For sides, you choose from caramelized 
sweet-tart maduro (ripe) plantains, crunchy 
tostones (twice-cooked plantain crisps), mariq- 
uitas (thin green plantain chips), boniato frito 
(sweet potato fries), meltingly luscious yuca 
con mojo, crisp salad, or Cuban french fries. 
The black beans are creamy and rich, but I 
prefer the even richer red beans. Both the 
white rice and yellow rice are good, but it’s 
hard to beat a classic Caribbean morns y cris- 
tianos (black beans and rice). 

Their El Cubano sandwich ($9) is one of the 
better versions in town, with a hefty portion 
of lechon pork cradled within, and their appe¬ 
tizer tamale ($3) could easily be doubled up 
and made into a meal. Light-as-a-cloud masa 
is seasoned with garlic and bell pepper, and 
stuffed with an ample amount of shredded 
lechon pork. Delightful. I’ve also tried their 
beef empanada ($2.50); think flaky, golden- 
fried pie filled with finely minced seasoned 
beef, and served with their wonderful hot 
salsa of roasted tomato, chile, and garlic. 
“Hey, it’s Texas. I had to have some kind of 
hot sauce,” said Gener. - Mick Vann 



THE CAKERY I dropped by the open house for the 
new cake decorating salon at Quack’s 43rd Street 
Bakery (4224 Duval St.) on Sunday afternoon. 
Enthusiastic Hyde Park neighbors 
were sampling cake flavor slices 
while kids tried their hands at deco¬ 
rating sugar cookies. The new space 
provides pastry chef Rachel Larsen 
and her team a climate-controlled, 
sunlit area in which to work their 
magic with frosting and chocolate. 

All the cake baking will be done 
across the parking lot at Quack’s by 
a new overnight cake shift, allowing 
the flexibility to fill last-minute 
orders and providing Larsen and her 
team the freedom to create without 
having to keep an eye on the ovens or listen for the 
timer. The salon even has a comfy spot where Aaron 
Frausto can interview brides and other cake customers 
about how Quack’s can fulfill their cake desires. “It’s 


exciting to finally see people working in here after carry¬ 
ing the images around in my head for so long,” said gen¬ 
eral manager Heather O’Connor. She went on to tell us 
that long-range plans include the possibility of using the 
Cakery space for teaching adult class¬ 
es in decorating techniques and host¬ 
ing parties for kids’ clubs or birthdays. 

PIT WHISPERER JOHN LEWIS 

was in town last week representing 
la Barbecue at the Austin Food & 
Wine Festival and we chatted about 
his two other business ventures. 
Austin’s barbecue cognoscenti 
already know about Lewis 
Barbecue, coming later this year in 
Charleston, S.C., but there’s also 
Austin Smoke Works, the new custom pit building 
company he’s founded with his buddy Jim Glass and 
with his dad, retired IBM man John Lewis Sr. They’re 
working out of the barn machine shop at the Glass 


farm east of Austin. Lewis Jr. says these pits are the 
next generation of the custom smokers he built for la 
Barbecue in 2013, and they’ll construct them for folks 
“who want to produce craft barbecue as long as they’re 
not in Austin or Charleston.” They offer two versions, a 
500-gallon portable road pit and the 1,000-gallon tank 
stationary pit. There’s no mass production going on out 
at the shop; these smokers are hand-crafted one at a 
time. This week, they’re finishing up orders that will go 
to Richmond, Va., and Canada. Lewis Sr. tells us he’s 
always been a handy guy who built stuff, and he start¬ 
ed working on the pits a few years back as “a way to 
spend time hanging out with my son.” Now the proud 
father is part of his son’s expanding career in the 
national barbecue arena. He recounted how a single 
mention of the company website by Texas Monthly 
Barbecue Editor Daniel Vaughn resulted in more than 
300 calls from potential pit buyers. “We want to make 
sure we’re the right fit for the people who order them. 
Folks who just want to load up the meat and push a 
button, we’re not for them,” the elder Lewis explains.

CRUNCHING NUMBERS AT COUNTER 3. FIVE. VII 


Let’s get one thing out of the way. I’m no 
fan of Counter 3. Five. Vll’s overly festooned 
name. Reactions have ranged from mild confu¬ 
sion (Austin already has a Cover 3, a Counter 
Culture, and a Counter Cafe) to Eighties 
nostalgia (it reminded a couple folks of body- 
shaming mall stalwart 5-7-9). It’s the kind of 
name Gene Shalit would lob back with glee, 
perhaps saying that “this Counter falls flat,” 
or “3 Five VII adds up.” (The restaurant itself 
is not immune to this instinct, encouraging 
patrons to “counter the norm.” Nudge nudge.) 

But clumsy though it is, the name does 
have some utility in explaining the concept, 
something that does bear some explaining. 
The Counter part is a bar/chef’s table seating 
26, where diners watch ice cream snuggle 
into quenelles, and petals gently land on a 
lettuce-wrapped prawn. There are no servers 
per se - just a crew of chefs (no line cooks), a 


maTtre d’, a sommelier, and an assistant - but 
everyone handles the mechanics, replacing 
knives and refilling water. The numbers are 
the prix fixe course options available. Counter 
has distilled everything down to an equation, 
each element falling into place like a Sudoku. 

If that seems a little cold, well, it is some¬ 
what at first (which is not to knock any mem¬ 
ber of the very warm staff, led by founder 
Eric Earthman). The lighting, needed for the 
artistry on the plate, is a bit brighter than 
most restaurants, and the interior stridently 
removes any whiff of quaint. 

Chioco Design goes for the 
mathematics, too, with pieced 
chevron walls, a lowered grid 
ceiling, and metal screens 
that hail the mighty rhombus. 

It’s not particularly the kind 
of place where you want to 
pop the question, but the soft 
leather barstools keep things 
from getting too squirmy. 

Once eyes adjust and the amuse-bouche 
comes out (an unpretentious take on a Ched¬ 
dar biscuit), the design does make for a sen¬ 
sual experience. There’s very little distraction 
from your dining companions and the plate, 
and the room falls into an easy chatter. We 
opted for the five course ($115 with pairings) 
on the first visit, a quick jaunt that lasted 
about two hours, Uberto Uber. Counter’s 
cooking isn’t quite as stodgy as traditional 
multicourse dinners, but the food does pro¬ 
vide a journey, a feat most of us can’t accom¬ 
plish by piecing a meal together a la carte. 

The saline pop of roe in the rainbow trout 
prepared for the next course of burly beef 
tongue, only slightly blunted by a gentle honey 
sweetness (refreshingly plated on a black 
dish, the beet and chrysanthemum puree 
has the lushness of a 17th century still-life). 
The (human) tongue was then guided to octo¬ 
pus with some borrowed smokiness from 
lap cheong, before settling on duck with a 
resplendent crawfish relish and turnip wedg¬

es. Before we knew it, there was a sunny 
khao mahk (a Thai fermented-rice dessert) 
in front of us with a weightless cream soda 
foam. All the while, sommelier Jason Huerta 
was explaining his intellectual approach to 
the evening’s pairings - matching the duck 
with a Riesling and the dessert with sake. It 
all went by in a sigh. 

We were thankful the next visit slowed 
things down a bit. 

A little early for our reservation, we started 
with bubbles and charcuterie in the entrance 
bar. Chef and partner Lawrence Kocurek’s 
initial buzz in Austin food was largely on the 
strength of his charcuterie, first at the HOPE 
Farmers Market as the co-owner of Kocurek 
Family Artisanal Charcuterie, and later as the 
chef de cuisine at TRACE. It is still gobsmack- 
ingly good. At $25, it is also a nice entry 
point (no pun intended) to Counter. Fans of 
Kocurek’s duck bacon will be glad to see it 
on the board, but - good though it is - it is 
overshadowed by the silky duck liver mousse. 
That’s served with mustard, pickled quail 
eggs, and a salty lavash. The bar also offers 
a curated Antonelli’s cheese plate for $18. 

We were encouraged to take our time, 
which led to a much more relaxed seven 
courses ($95 without pairings), but we expect 
the more fully packed restaurant may have 
had something to do with that as well. The 
first salvo of chicken gelee refreshed with 
an unexpected celery. Kocurek’s charcuterie 
skills (and the pickled quail eggs) re-emerged 
with a pate de campagne using foie gras 
instead of pork. Then came some virtuosic 
work. The trumpet mushroom sang of lime, 
the slow-cooked egg forgetting to be a culi¬ 
nary cliche. The intriguing wild boar has a 
cardamom gastrique and a carrot puree, but 
bitter carrot ash removed any 
treacle. The striped bass was 
superlative. The fish isn’t the 
most compelling thing in the 
sea, but it was perfectly flaky. 
And it acted as a base for an 
inventive use of sunchoke - in 
chips and with artichoke in a 
puree (we will be on the watch 
for Counter-branded baby 
food). The sunchoke formed 
a base for verdant English peas and an olive 
gremolata. It astounded. 

The only misfires at either visit were slight. 
The prawn, with charred-tomato vinaigrette 
and green curry, could have teased out a bit 
more depth, and the frozen maple yogurt des¬ 
sert suffered from the ubiquity of cold des¬ 
serts featuring beets (although the hibiscus 
mochi was an inspired touch). And the first 
visit’s breakneck pacing might have been 
helped with another service professional on 
the floor. But really, that’s a matter of per¬ 
sonal palate and a preference for lingering. 

What’s more important is that Earthman, 
Kocurek, and crew know that fine dining is 
about making people feel special. On the 
second visit, pastry chef Sarah Prieto sent 
out tiny, confettied macarons to everyone 
because one of the diners had a birthday, in 
addition to the extraordinary muffin she sent 
home for breakfast. I still don’t like the name, 
but I won’t be soon forgetting it.

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What’s the Rumpus? 

THIS YEAR’S NOIR CITY FILM FESTIVAL HIGHLIGHTS A FORGOTTEN MASTER

If there’s a usual suspect when it comes 
to noir films, it’s author Cornell Woolrich. 
According to Eddie Muller, founder of the 
Film Noir Foundation, “Every year, when I 
program a festival, there’s going to be one 
or two of his films.” 

Muller brought the long-running Noir City 
Film Festival to Austin for its inaugural 
Texas crime spree last year (see “Dark 
Times in Austin With Noir City,” Feb. 16, 
2014). Returning to the scene of the crime, 
he’s celebrating Woolrich’s work, with 10 of 
the 11 titles screening based on his work. 
Inspired by last year’s success, and the fact 
that Drafthouse booker Tommy Swenson is 
a Woolrich fan, he said, “It seemed inevi¬ 
table; why don’t I do a whole festival based 
on his stories?” 

Truth be told, you’re more likely to watch 
a Woolrich story than read one. As a novel¬ 
ist, he’s nearly forgotten, outshone by the 
big bosses - Raymond Chandler, Dashiell 
Flammett, and James M. Cain. “To be brutal¬ 
ly honest, he’s not as good a writer,” Muller 
said. “Even though Chandler and Flammett 
wrote about basically the same world that 
Woolrich wrote about, they did so with a 
very engaging voice that people enjoyed 
reading. Fie can wear you out on the page, 
but as a basis for film adaptations, clearly 


it’s a very deep reservoir, because people 
continue to draw from it.” 

From 1929’s Children of the Ritz to 
2001’s Original Sin, no noir writer is more 
widely adapted to the silver screen or the 
cathode ray tube. Muller called his trade¬ 
mark style “very similar to Alfred Flitchcock, 
in that it’s generally a person who doesn’t 
deserve the cruel fate that befalls them, 
and then they have to figure a way out of 
this dire circumstance.” That could explain 
why Flitchcock crafted Woolrich’s 1942 short 
“It Flad to Be Murder” into Rear Window, but 
he was not alone in such adaptations. 
Throughout the Fifties and Sixties, Woolrich’s 
stories were regular fodder for movies and 
anthology shows in the U.S., France, and 
Japan. Muller said, “FHis stories speak some 
universal noir language that every culture 
understands and empathizes with.” 

Noir City ll’s international highlight may 
be a double bill of No Abras Nunca esa 
Puerta (Never Open That Door) and Si Muero 
Antes de Despertar (If I Die Before I Wake): 
two Argentinian adaptations, previously 
unreleased in the U.S. Aside from screening 
noir films, Muller is the genre’s great gum¬ 
shoe, sleuthing across the globe for lost 


treasures. Fie got the hot tip on these twins 
from Fernando Martin Pena, chief film cura¬ 
tor at the Museo de Arte Latinoamericano 
de Buenos Aires. Muller said, “Fie is the 
leading cinephile in Argentina, and this 
extraordinary person whose life is dedicated 
to movies. On my second trip down there, 
he said, ‘Set aside a day. I’m off on this 
day, the museum is closed, we’ll go in and 
I’ll show you films from my private collec¬ 
tion.”' Even though Muller doesn’t speak 
Spanish, the power of Woolrich’s narratives 
shone through on the 16mm print. “They 
were not translated, and I completely under¬ 
stood what was going on.” Thick as thieves, 
the two collaborated: Pena hunted down 
original prints and negatives, while Muller 
put together the resources and finance to 
have new 35mm prints struck, with English 
language subtitles. “They’re every bit as 
good, if not better, than the Flollywood 
adaptations,” Muller said. “It’s a revelation 
for people to see what was being done in 
Buenos Aires in 1952 with Woolrich.” ■

“Whistle-blowers provide a 
great service to our society,” 
says technologist Micah Lee. 

“In many cases, people leaking 
information to the media is the 
only thing that exposes and halts corruption 
or terrible crimes. But because of this, it can 
be extremely dangerous. Make sure that you 
understand the risks that you’re considering 
taking, and stay safe.” 

Lee should know - he’s the guy that journal¬ 
ists Glenn Greenwald and Laura Poitras trust 
to protect their whistle-blower sources. You 
may know Greenwald and Poitras best for their 
work with Edward Snowden, but they’re also 
co-founders of a news website, the Intercept, 
that highlights stories built on leaked informa¬ 
tion. Lee is their technology analyst, and he’s 
agreed to field your question for us, BLOW. 

He has good news: There’s a software pro¬ 
gram, SecureDrop, built precisely for people in 
your situation. “If you want to start an anony¬ 
mous and secure conversation with a journal¬ 
ist that works for the Intercept, The Guardian, 
Washington Post, Forbes, or any of the other 
organizations that run SecureDrop, then it’s 
very simple,” Lee writes in an email. “You just 
need to follow the basic instructions on their 
website to get started.” 

Not all newspapers and magazines have 
adopted SecureDrop so far. If your information 
is mostly of interest to local reporters, you 
might have to improvise. For newcomers to 
the world of online security, Lee recommends 
the following syllabus: Electronic Frontier 
Foundation’s “Surveillance Self-Defense” guide 
and two articles he’s written, “Encryption 
Works” and “How to Leak to the Intercept.” 

This can get very complicated very fast. As you 
formulate a strategy, Lee advises that you think 
like a leak investigator. Who has access to the 
documents you’re leaking? Will you be one of 
the only suspects, or can you hide in a crowd? 
What online services are you planning to use to 
leak, and does it matter if they spy on you? 

“Think about what Internet connection you’ll 
be using,” Lee suggests. “If your employer 
runs, and possibly monitors, the network, then 
it would be better to switch to a public wi-fi 
network that isn’t being as closely monitored.” 

If you decide to meet up in person, he cautions, 
you’ll want to be careful about using your credit 
card or transit card, which can be tracked, and 
to be aware of cameras, which are “everywhere.” 

Finally, BLOW, consider that what you’re 
doing might be illegal for good reason - for 
instance, if some of the information you’re 
leaking could harm innocent people. In that 
case, it’s on you to safeguard not just your own 
identity but also the data you’re transmitting. 
You’ll have to take extra care that all of your 
communications are secure. 

Whistle-blowing can do a world of good, but 
it can also damage lives - your own and oth¬ 
ers. Plan ahead and don’t blow it. :) HD

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Puzzling Over Love 

The Arlo & Julie team puts the pieces together

There’s a period of life, post-university, 
pre-marriage, when you drift about for a few 
years, sometimes longer. Like a dinghy in an 
early morning fog, people find themselves 
rocking gently into one relationship-oriented 
boat slip after another, trying to find the exact 
right fit while anxiously worrying over the 
presumed whitecaps and squalls of perma¬ 
nent adulthood that they can hear over the 
lapping of time going by as it gently knocks 
against their tiny hulls. A port. A storm. 
Safe harbor. But where, and with whom? 

Longtime Austin filmmaker and UT lec¬ 
turer Steve Mims (SXSW award-winner 
Incendiary: The Willingham Case ) captures 
that vibe and its particularly Austin quirk 
in his new feature Arlo & Julie, a sweetly 
comic gem of a movie that works with a 
tender touch on the perpetual puzzle of 
late-twentysomething love, obsession, and 
... Ulysses S. Grant? 

Trust us, it’s going over like gangbusters. 

“We’ve been playing all kinds of festi¬ 
vals,” says Mims, “and it’s really struck a 
nerve with people that are the age of the 
characters in the film.” 

And why not? Set in Austin’s West 
Campus area, titular couple Arlo (Alex 
Dobrenko of Krisha ) and Julie (Ashley 
Spillers of Two Step, Zero Charisma, Loves 
Her Gun ) are squarely, not-quite-com- 
fortably living together within that drifty 
phase. He’s a historian with a passion for 
tipsy old “Unconditional Surrender” Grant, 
she works at a restaurant, and all is well, 
if a tad staid, when their lives are turned 
upside down by the sudden, inexplicable 
arrival of a single jigsaw puzzle piece which 
arrives, anonymously, via their chatty mail¬ 


man (local favorite Chris Doubek, nearly 
stealing the show). And then, the next day, 
two more puzzle pieces, then four, eight, 
16, 32, and on and on until they’re so con¬ 
sumed by this weirdly Austin-y mystery 
that it becomes a full-blown obsession. 
They call in sick for days on end, the house¬ 
work goes undone, they blow off annoy¬ 
ing friends (terrific, hilarious performances 
from Mallory Culbert and Hugo Vargas- 
Zesati), and the emerging image formed by 
the chaos of the jigsaw becomes a perfect 
metaphor for their relationship. 

“I had done a short with Alex,” explains 
Mims, “and so over a period of six or seven 
months we met and talked about the gram¬ 
mars of the movie. We knew it had to be 
small, for budget reasons, but it’s based on 
the core premise, which I’d been thinking 
about for a long time, about what would 
happen to you if you received puzzle pieces 
in the mail, and what you would think that 
was. And then eventually, no matter how 
stupid it was, you wouldn’t be able to stop 
thinking about it.” 

For all its 512-quirkiness and the dou¬ 
bly endearing performances by Dobrenko 
and Spillers - and they’re nothing if not 
endearing - Arlo & Julie remains, above all 
else, about a relationship in which neither 
person is sure what the future will hold, 
or where the future even begins for them. 
Julie actually comes out and says that it 
feels like she and Arlo are “drifting.” Was 
that particular quandary something Mims 
had wanted to comment on from the start? 

“Yeah, well, my daughter’s that age,” he 
says, “and this extended period of ambiguity 
for people of that age is probably historically 


longer than it’s ever been, which is a bless¬ 
ing and a curse. The freedom of that is great, 
but it definitely makes things more compli¬ 
cated. I have to say I think it makes it more 
complicated for women than men. There’s a 
window that they have that’s not the same 
as men. That’s not new, but it’s certainly 
been facilitated by technology in terms of 
birth control, and then by culture. So it’s 
really complicated, and that was one thing 
on my mind when I was writ¬ 
ing it, because I just know a 
lot of people in relationships 
like that. I wondered, ‘What’s 
the thing that triggers a big¬ 
ger commitment?’ I’m not 
even saying that’s necessary, 
but it’s definitely a linger¬ 
ing thing. You can get into a 
routine and then, years later, 
realize you’re still in it.” 

Spillers, speaking by 
phone from her home in Los 
Angeles, echoes her direc¬ 
tor’s thoughts. 

“Definitely. Everybody 
goes through that, but I 
think that these days it’s such an epic jour¬ 
ney in a way. There’s so much possibility 
now in the world. Everybody’s like, ‘We can 
do anything,’ but it’s also overwhelming, 
and half the things you can do you can’t 
make any money at, you know? For me, I 
went to St. Ed’s in Austin, and I studied 
sociology and German! 

“The way that I can relate to these char¬ 
acters in the movie is pretty funny. I did 
my sociology and German thing and when 
I [graduated] I was like, ‘I feel a lot smarter 


and I know a lot about people and cultures, 
but I have no idea what I’m going to do.’ 
I was lost, I had a bunch of different boy¬ 
friends and none of them were right. It felt 
like I was floating, with my parents con¬ 
stantly going, ‘What is your plan? What are 
you going to do?”’ 

Ah, yes. Austin’s historic and infamous 
“velvet rut.” Say no more, Ms. Spillers. 
We’ve been there, too. 

“Right! It’s just so easy to, like, coast here. 
Go out, go have a margarita, go see a show, 
go out to a bar and see all your friends. In 
Austin, that’s certainly a viable lifestyle. 

“Eventually though, I realized that all I 
ever really wanted to do was act. I did it as 
a kid, I did theatre, but I didn’t study it in 
school because I had so many options. But 
slowly I started dipping my feet back in and 
taking acting classes and ... yeah, here I am.” 

It has always been this way, but maybe 
no more so than at the present moment, 
when the cultural Zeitgeist, whipped up 
by early expectations and late arrivals and 
the quick-creep, hurry-up of the digital era, 
seems overwound, bordering on a prosaic 
sort of panic. The present moment seems 
like forever, the future an overwhelming 
tide of too many possibilities. 

What makes Arlo & Julie such a charmer 
- apart from the big ideas bubbling beneath 
its Saturday afternoon mystery surface and 
the unmistakable streak of Austin Weird that 
permeates the story - is the undeniable rap¬ 
port between the pitch-perfect cast members. 
Spillers can do more with an eye roll and a bit¬ 
ing of the bottom lip than most young actors 
can do with their entire body. Dobrenko, com¬ 
ing from a solid background in the massive 
local improv scene, turns in a performance 
that’s simultaneously and believably spacey, 
passionate, and, as the picture progresses, 
deliriously, obsessively funny. And, of course, 
there are the two different types of obsession 
that constantly complement and comment 
on each other: the mystery 
puzzle and the mystery of 
love. It’s the kind of film that, 
were it set in another city, 
could’ve gone in a downright 
Hitchcockian direction. 

“Oh, totally,” agrees 
Dobrenko. “Ashley and I are 
both in our mid-to-late-20s, 
and, for me, what was so 
magical about it and what 
drew me to the project is 
that there’s this universal 
element to the story. The 
lengths that we will go, as 
people of this generation, 
to maintain this sort of pro¬ 
longed adolescence coupled with the inabil¬ 
ity to commit, are objectified by the puz¬ 
zle. It’s a version of what we will willingly 
become obsessed with, no matter how big 
or small, to hide from and not deal with the 
much bigger issues that we don’t want to face 
yet: settling down, committing, giving up our 
dreams. All the things that our generation 
has been blessed enough to be able to do in a 
way that other generations haven’t.” ■

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A Hardy Soul 

Carey Mulligan is a Bathsheba for our times

Although Thomas Hardy occasionally 
tacked subtitles onto his books, lending 
readers a clue about the true character 
of poor Tess of the d’Urbervilles (“A Pure 
Woman Faithfully Presented”) or the rough 
plot of The Mayor of Casterbridge (“The Life 
and Death of a Man of Character”), he didn’t 
supply one for his 1874 novel, Far From the 
Madding Crowd. Let’s give him a hand, 
then: Call it “Three Suitors and a 
Lady.” That’s lady with a lower-case 
I; while the attractive, educated, 
and sharply independent Bathsheba 
Everdene (Mulligan) does inherit a 
sizable farm, she’s no corset with a 
title awaiting a marriage proposal. She’s a 
working woman with dirty nails. And yet she 
can’t seem to avoid men with matrimony in 
mind. Bathsheba is wooed and pursued over 
the course of Thomas Vinterberg’s fashion¬ 
able film adaptation by three very different 
admirers: the honorable and devoted sheep 
farmer, Gabriel Oak (Schoenaerts); William

In his return to narrative film following 
the critically acclaimed 2011 documentary 
Incendiary: The Willingham Case, local film¬ 
maker Steve Mims has concocted a mis¬ 
chievous story about a happy, if rudderless, 
young couple, Arlo (Dobrenko) and Julie 
(Spillers), whose lives are upended when a 
puzzle piece arrives in the mail with no note 
or return address. The next day, the number 
of pieces doubles. Same thing happens the 
next day, and so on and so on, as Arlo and 


Boldwood (Sheen, especially good), a wealthy, 
neighboring landowner whose infatuation 
with Bathsheba discombobulates him; and 
Sergeant Troy (Sturridge), a nattily mustached 
officer who wields a very sexy saber. 

In adapting Hardy’s novel, director 
Vinterberg - a Dogme 95 founding member 
traveling far afield from his already-wide 
sweep of subject and stylization ( The Flunt, 


It's All About Love, The Celebration) - and 
screenwriter David Nicholls (One Day) 
have two precedents to consider: not just 
Hardy’s source material, but also John 
Schlesinger’s 1967 witty, feverish go at the 
story. Schlesinger’s 167-minute version was 
of its time - back when British actors with 
broken teeth still crowded casting calls, audi¬ 


Julie become increasingly obsessed with 
solving both the jigsaw puzzle and the mys¬ 
tery behind it, which tests the strength of 
their relationship. 

Mims cast an Austin-bred skeleton crew of 
only a half-dozen speaking parts, and they’re 
all great, compatibly quirky actors. (Spillers 
especially stands out as a nimble and frankly 
adorable comedian with dramatic chops, too.) 
Austin looks terrific; this is a crisp, vibrantly 
colored picture of our current metropolis. But 
what’s most endearing about this slight mys¬ 
tery/comedy is its gently out-of-time quality, 
evinced in the Roaring Twenties soundtrack, 
out-of-favor camera effects (iris closures, 
clock wipes), and an old-fashioned, but not 


ences didn’t automatically guffaw at grossly 
Freudian swordplay, and whole minutes could 
be lavished on a cloud’s shadow crossing a 
meadow. Vinterberg’s adaptation is more effi¬ 
cient, and less soul-stirring, but it, too, is a 
complement of its time: Bathsheba has been 
reborn as a matter-of-fact feminist heroine. (A 
fashion-forward one, to boot: I swooned more 
for Bathsheba’s burgundy leather jacket than 
for any of her boyfriends.) The pivotal sword 
scene, in which Sgt. Troy excites and alarms 
Bathsheba, is more plainly articulated here, 
and becomes a kind of conversation with her 
previous, girlish declaration that she’s only 
interested in a man who will tame her. When 
Troy nicks a curl of her hair with the tip of his 
sword, you can almost see the comic book¬ 
like bubble rise over her head: Sex! Danger! 
Yes, please! 

But sex and danger are in short supply. 

The filmmakers fall in line with the contem¬ 
porary approach to adaptations of Great 
Books, in step with other worthy but muted 
endeavors like Cary Fukunaga’s Jane Eyre and 
Joe Wright’s Pride and Prejudice. They are 
decorous, deferential to landscapes and lamp 
lighting, and more cerebral, more circumspect, 
in their passions. (Schlesinger’s high-spirited¬ 
ness - which came awfully close to outright 
hysteria - is no longer a la mode.) Also uniting 
these Aughties films is a sincere commitment 
to exploring the complexity of their heroines, 
even if that means future-fitting them with a 
21st century modality, which is how Far From 
the Madding Crowd becomes a referendum 
on the modern woman’s romantic dilemma: 

Is she looking for erotic passion, protection, 
or equal partnership? It’s all a little dutiful- 
seeming, but the making of the movie is Carey 
Mulligan. Too often, the 
actress gets stuck in 
vitamin-D-deficient parts, 
wan and acted upon, 
not the agent of her own 
change. Here, you can see her brain working, 
as well as her body - it’s an athletic perfor¬ 
mance - and her bemusement, too. She’s got 
the best lopsided smile in the business, and 
she uses it well to size up her three bach¬ 
elors. They’re just no match for her.

Jack Black returns in another unorthodox 
comedy after never achieving the full recogni¬ 
tion he deserved as the titular character in 
Richard Linklater’s Bernie in 2012. In The 
D Train, Black plays Dan Landsman, the 
unpopular head of the high school reunion 
committee. The film at first appears to be a 
standard-issue midlife crisis comedy, before 
events - best left undisclosed - point it 
toward something weirder and more pro¬ 
found. Although The D Train doesn’t com¬ 
pletely live up to its potential, the film earns 
lots of points for treading a distinctive path 
through a conventional setup. 

Dan lives in suburban Pittsburgh with his 
wife Stacey (Hahn, good in an underwritten 
role). She was his high school sweetheart 
and they have an adolescent son, Zach 
(Posner). Dan is the favorite of his boss Bill 
Shurmur (the always reliable Tambor), whose 
technophobia keeps the business in a non¬ 
growth rut. Late at night, alone in his dark 
living room, Dan sees a suntan-lotion com¬ 
mercial on TV, and realizes that it stars Oliver 
Lawless (Marsden), the most popular guy in 
their high school. Oliver suddenly comes to 
represent the one who got out, the one who 
slipped away and achieved success in sunny 
California. Dan conceives a plan to lure Oliver 
to the reunion, a coup that would cause 
Oliver’s golden sheen to rub off on Dan. It’s 
a plan that involves a bogus business trip to 
L.A., and numerous ruses and quick machina¬ 
tions in order to keep all the plates spinning. 

Marsden is marvelous as Oliver, a carefree 
boozer, druggie, and wanton bisexual. He’s a 
dime-a-dozen pretty boy in L.A. who wouldn’t 
have the time to party with Dan if he had gain¬ 
ful employment, but Dan is too swept up in the 
reflected glory (and shared drugs) to notice 
Oliver’s true status. Yet, by the time he returns 
to Pittsburgh, Dan is hoping that Oliver won’t 
attend the reunion, but of course Oliver does. 

Back in Pittsburgh, the plot slows down a 
bit as Dan begins to take stock. Co-directors 
Paul and Mogel, who also co-scripted, could 
have developed this section more satisfacto¬ 
rily, but as it is, the film feels like it’s hitting 
the same note repeatedly. Questions about 
neediness and sexuality arise that would 
benefit from greater depth, although the film¬ 
makers are to be commended for not driving 
The D Train into farcically demeaning territory, 
which could have been a convenient detour. 
The film is sharp and funny and interested in 
shaking up the formulas. It just needs to fol¬ 
low through on upending predictability.

WELCOME TO ME

Welcome to Me is not sure if it wants to be 
an uncomfortable comedy or wry drama. The 
film stars Kristen Wiig, who switched over 
to making films after concluding a popular 
stint as a longtime regular on Saturday Night 
Live, where she created a stable of peculiar 
characters whose lack of social affect was 
matched by their inappropriate enthusiasm. 
With Alice Klieg (the “me” in Welcome to Me), 
Wiig has etched another unforgettable char¬ 
acter, despite sometimes feeling as though 
watching Alice is akin to the involuntary com¬ 
pulsion to watch a train wreck in motion. 

The film has a stellar premise: Alice, a 
woman diagnosed with borderline person¬ 
ality disorder and currently off her meds, 
wins $86 million in the state lottery and 
sinks her windfall into the production of a 
TV show called Welcome to Me. An Oprah 
fanatic who hasn’t turned off her TV in 11 
years, Alice lines her apartment walls with 
videocassettes of Oprah’s show, whose epi¬ 
sodes she can recite by heart. Yet Alice’s 
show is filled with things like cooking epi¬ 
sodes featuring meatloaf cake (with sweet 
potato icing) and libelous reenactments of 
childhood traumas. No one is willing to save 
Alice from herself: the infomercial owners 
of the operation, a sibling team played by 

















James Marsden and Wes Bentley, like the 
color of her money; the director (Cusack) 
watches in horror but recognizes the show 
as must-see television; her best friend Gina 
(Cardellini) abandons Alice after one too 
many slights; and her long-suffering thera¬ 
pist (Robbins) gave up on her a while back. 
Inevitably, Alice crashes, leaving enough 
time to tie up the plot in a nice bow. 

Welcome to Me isn’t laughing with Alice, 
but at her, in what seems like a harsh 
reaction to mental illness. The film milks 
untold jokes from the setups of Alice’s show 
segments, but after we get the idea, the 
humor wears thin. By the time she suffers 
a complete breakdown in the middle of the 
Indian casino where she now resides, it’s 
impossible to recognize her anguish amid the 
absurdity that has become her life. Although 
the film’s depiction of borderline personality 
disorder seems on-target for the most part, 

I question whether someone with the condi¬ 
tion would have the brazen confidence to star 
in her own TV show. I know humor in recent 
years has had a predilection for creating dis¬ 
comfiture within the audience, but Welcome 
to Me takes it too far. The jokes take on a 
certain redundancy, and a queasiness about 
laughing at the consequences of mental ill¬ 
ness sets in.

huh? To its credit, Avengers: Age of Ultron is impressively 
orchestrated nonsense. A mostly coherent assembly of 
globe-trotting, gadgets, and glib one-liners - as swell as it 
is swollen - writer/director Joss Whedon’s sequel operates 
on a larger scale while retaining the same planet-saving 
stakes, with mortality hardly ever more than an inconve¬ 
nience. Ultron may never muster any real sense of novelty 
to rival its billion-dollar predecessor, but, ultimately, it’s a 
hearty helping of fine.

“I’ve said all my life that I think the most 
psychedelic song in the world is Buddy 
Holly’s ‘Slippin’ and Slidin’,’ and it’s not 
even trying,” offers Jason Pierce from his 
home in London. “It’s not trying to make 
itself that music, but I think psychedelic 
music is rooted in something deeper than 
just the kind of tricks people can do or studio 
effects. It would be nice if you could just throw 
some effects in there and that would work, but 
that invariably doesn’t work.” 

Pilot of UK outfit Spiritualized, Pierce 
has crafted some of Britpop’s most ambi¬ 
tious and grandiose songs, eloquent sonic 
waves that surge simultaneously with driv¬ 
ing, hypnotic rhythms and lush, expansive 
orchestration. From 1997’s seminal Ladies 
and Gentlemen We Are Floating in Space 
to 2012’s Velvet Underground-ripped 
Sweet Heart Sweet Light, Spiritualized’s 
soundscapes both warmly envelop and 
aggressively pummel. 

“I have this idea that the best of my 
music sounds like it’s been made and 


then broadcast by satellite, like it’s coming 
from somewhere else,” says the 49-year- 
old East Ender. “I don’t go in thinking that 
this has to be like a cathedral in size. That 
takes a bit of time to develop.” 

Recording already begun for a new 
album, Pierce looks to shift the band’s 
sound once again, tapping Martin Glover 
(of Killing Joke and Paul McCartney’s the 
Fireman) to produce. 

“This time last year, I was stuck and 
couldn’t get anything down,” he admits. 
“Martin offered his help, and he’s got a 
lot of talents I don’t have. I was desperate 
not to make another album that sounded 
like the last three, and I had this idea that 
these beautiful pop songs would come 
after this furious pyschedelia. I wanted to 
break that mold.”

Surely Psychocandy and the following 
five JMC albums inspired a sizable propor¬ 
tion of the concussion-conscious Levitation 
bands? 

“[The Velvets] influenced 
absolutely everybody 
under the sun,” offers 
Reid. “If we approach that, 
then great. That’s fantas¬ 
tic. I always wanted the 
Mary Chain to be more 
than just pure entertainment. I didn’t want it to 
be just a record that you buy in ’85 that’s 
chucked in the bin in ’87, you know? It was 
always meant to be around for a long time. 

“I think we’ve been doing something 
right, because we’re having this conversa¬ 
tion 30 years after we made the record.” 

Rumors continue to swirl about a forth¬ 
coming new album by the JMC. 

“We’ve talked about this record for too 
long now. I think it’s just time that we 
actually recorded the bloody thing and 
got it over with.”

An all-seeing eye caps the psyche¬ 
delic pyramid, but the cornerstone 
remains the 13th Floor Elevators. The 
Austin quintet’s late-Sixties record¬ 
ings, most notably the mind-expansive 
garage rock of their 1966 debut and 
the free-flowing perfection of follow-up 
Easter Everywhere, proved revolutionary 
for generations of bands dropping acid 
and cranking reverb. The 50th anniversary 
of the group’s formation might have gone 
without celebration had they not shocked 
the music world with the announcement of 
a one-off reunion show. 

Their booking was the coup of coups for 
the Reverberation Appreciation Society, a 
group of 13th Floor Elevators acolytes who 
organize Levitation - the local sojourn that 
until this year was billed as Austin Psych Fest. 
Not only did they score the ultimate headliner 
that no other festival will land, their prompting 
rewrote the history of their favorite band by 
adding an unexpected final chapter. 

The most important character in that story, 
besides Austin native Roky Erickson and his 
preternatural bark, is still Tommy Hall, archi¬ 
tect of the Vators’ vibration. He composed the 
bulk of the group’s philosophy-bent lyrics 
and injected a hair-raising whoop of jug per¬ 
cussion into key tracks, including “You’re 
Gonna Miss Me” and “Slip Inside This 
House.” His arrival at Levitation after a 
four-decade absence from music stands as 
the reunion’s mind-blowing centerpiece. 

How psychedelic is Tommy Hall exact¬ 
ly? Enough to access planes of con¬ 
sciousness unfathomable to convention¬ 
al thinkers. “My understanding is that 


the universe is a quasi-material abstrac¬ 
tion,” the 72-year-old Memphis native, who 
enrolled at UT in 1961, told the Chronicle 
by phone in February. “So now what I’m 
working on is the existential mathematics 
that brought the universe into this appar¬ 
ent materiality.” 

That epic inner journey unfolds 
in a small apartment in San Francisco’s 
Tenderloin district where the doors of per¬ 
ception have been ripped off their hinges. 
When not digesting jazz on Bay Area fre¬ 
quency KCSM and news through German 
broadcasters Deutsche Welle, Hall ponders 
his doctrine, which he calls “The Design.” 
He sees it as an extension of the 13th Floor 
Elevators’ ideology of increasing perception. 

“It’s all based on the hierarchy of ideas. 
That’s what the pyramid is. Then we climb 


“We were a hard rock investigation into 
ideas. It came from acid. That’s what acid 
was - a vehicle to let us get ideas,” he says. 

“Turns out weed is just as good for that.” 

Even so, the ceramic pottery Hall needs 
to put his mouth on this weekend isn’t a 
bong, but a jug. When asked if he’s stayed 
sharp on his electric jug hooting, he admits 
he hasn’t played much since the Sixties, 
but intends to practice. The remaining 
instruments are in the capable hands of 
vocalist/guitarist Erickson, and the rhythm 
section of drummer John Ike Walton 
and Ronnie Leatherman, both of whom 
appeared on 1966 debut The Psychedelic 
Sounds of the 13th Floor Elevators. Special 
guests will emulate the jangly guitar work 
of Stacy Sutherland, who was killed by his 
wife in 1978.

that or advance along those lines,” he 
explains. “You try to figure out what the 
real structure levels of the universe are 
and you go on this trip to understand that. 
Eventually, you realize that you have to go 
back to the beginning and figure out what 
caused it all.” 

In recent years, Hall’s discontinued his 
long-held practice of routinely ingesting 
LSD, but maintains the hallucinogen had an 
essential impact on the 13th Floor Elevators. 


“When we were going on we weren’t 
very appreciated, but now the young people 
dig us,” notes Hall. “With the younger gen¬ 
erations’ knowledge and their use of weed 
for good purposes, they understand the 
information. Once we have these ideas, it 
should change us physically. As we get the 
ideas, our perception increases. 

“That’s part of the thing of the Elevators. 
That we’ll live forever.”

For the past 15 years or so, there’s been 
nothing like a Flaming Lips concert. Singer 
Wayne Coyne surfing the crowd inside a 
clear orb, a stage filled with people in furry 
animal costumes, and more confetti and 
balloons than seem possible become the 
ultimate rock & roll circus. 

“We were always drawn to doing stuff 
like that,” remembers Coyne. “We had 
strobe lights and smoke machines. I think 
it’s always been more than just the music. 

It’s an experience. It probably got more 
original around 1999 or 2000 when we did 
The Soft Bulletin record. That got us think¬ 
ing we weren’t really a rock group, since we 
were trying to do things that were very un¬ 
rock, like having puppets and balloons.” 

One particularly memorable show hap¬ 
pened at the Austin Music Hall several 
years back, when every audience member 
was given a laser pointer. 

“That’s the kind of insane shit that 
nobody else would do, but the other side 
is, we like it,” affirms the Oklahoman, who 
founded the group in 1983 with his brother 
Mark and still-band-bassist Michael Ivins. 
‘You have to be entertaining yourself. 


That’s why it started getting more absurd. It got 
to the point that we figured out nobody cares 
what you do, so we try and please ourselves. 
That’s what we do now.” 

A Lips collaboration with Miley Cyrus on 
their latest effort, a re-creation of the Beatles’ 
Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band titled 
With a Little Help From My Fwends, caught 
fans off guard. Coyne reports that the band 
and the pop star have formed a mutual 
appreciation society that’s led to further 
exploration. 

“We were just in Los Angeles working 
on what we believe will be a Flaming Lips 
record and a Miley Cyrus record. I have to 
tell you, that’s been a complete mindfuck.

Lord Huron 

STUBB’S, MONDAY 11 

Leon Bridges opens 

Los Angeles folk-rockers Lord Huron 
formed in 2010 after founder Ben Schneider 
released initial EP Into the Sun. Last month, 
second album Strange Trails followed up 
2012 debut LP Lonesome Dreams. 

“Since I recorded the first EPs entirely on 
my own, I needed to get the guys involved in 
the recording because they’re all way more 
competent musicians than I am,” admits the 
frontman. “We just had to get in the studio 
together and see how it went. All that time 
on the road playing live together really helped.” 

Schneider often cites vintage Westerns as 
an influence, their cinematic fingerprints all 


over the videos for Lonesome Dreams. The 
band name, meanwhile, repurposes one of 
the Great Lakes from the Michigan region 
where Schneider and the band grew up. 

“The first EP I just handed out at music 
festivals and a few people wrote about it,” 
continues the singer. “Then new gig offers 
starting coming in, so I needed to recruit a 
band. I called the only guys that I really knew, 
which were the people that I’d played in 
bands with in high school. They were spread 
out all over the place. 

“The idea was that we would do a couple 
of shows together and then all go back to 
our lives and that would be that. We’ve been 
touring all over ever since. It’s pretty great 
because they’re my oldest and greatest 
friends.”

Texas Hippie Coalition opens 

Having pledged allegiance to Judas Priest 
in 1974, guitarist Glenn Tipton’s spent the 
better part of his life living out of a suitcase. 

“Yes,” he laughs from a tour date in Chile. 
“I’m an expert at getting things out of a suit¬ 
case without actually opening it.” 

Tipton still lives in Britain, not far from his 
hometown of Birmingham, which famously 
birthed Black Sabbath and Priest: founder 
Ian Hill, angel of retribution Rob Halford, 
Painkiller Scott Travis, and new guitarist 
Richie Faulkner. When group co-founder K.K. 
Downing retired in 2011, many assumed the 
end of the band, which instead bounced back 
with its strongest album in decades, last 
year’s Redeemer of Souls. 

“When Ken said he wanted to retire, we 
really thought it was over,” acknowledges 
Tipton, 67. “I’ve said many times, if we 
hadn’t found Richie that would have been 
the case. 

“Richie, as a newcomer, we didn’t know 
how he would fit in to the writing process, 
but the most incredible thing is that every¬ 
thing he came up with was so Priest-like. 
[Redeemer]’s reminiscent of certain aspects 
of Screaming for Vengeance, and other songs 


- even ‘Painkiller’ and going back to Ram It 
Down and a lot earlier.” 

Hard to top Redeemer of Souls this late in 
the game. 

“You’re right. In all honesty, we’re not get¬ 
ting any younger, but at the end of the day, 

I think we’ve got at least one more album 
in us and that would probably mean pos¬ 
sibly one more tour, but I’m sure as you can 
imagine at this stage in our career, nothing’s 
certain.”

PROPERTY TAXES TOO HIGH? 
FILE A WRITTEN PROTEST 

I just received, notice from the Travis County 
Appraisal District that they are drastically increas¬ 
ing my property taxes. TCAD says the value of the 
property has increased almost 40% in only one year. 
My property taxes have been creeping up incremen¬ 
tally the past few years and I’ve done nothing. But 
this is crazy - how do I fight it? 

File a written protest. A written notice of protest 
will be considered valid if it identifies the owner 
and the property being protested, and clearly indi¬ 
cates that you disagree with the appraisal district’s 
decision. You can download and submit the “Protest 
Form” (Form 50-132) provided by the Travis County 
Appraisal District (www.traviscad.org/pdf/Forms/ 
ARBProtest/50-132_NoticeOfProtest.pdf). 

As a general rule, the deadline to file a notice 
of protest is May 31; however, multiple exceptions 
exist that could alter your deadline (full-time mil¬ 
itary, offshore workers, etc. 

). If you are uncertain of your deadline, contact 
the appraisal review board to confirm the specific 
deadline to file your protest form. 

The Texas Comptroller’s Office suggests a prop¬ 
erty owner should consider several factors to deter¬ 
mine whether a protest is appropriate, including: 

• Is the property valued unequally when com¬ 
pared with other property in the appraisal 
district? 

• Did the appraisal district deny a relevant 
exemption (homestead exemption, disabled 
veteran exemption, etc.)? 

• Do the appraisal records show an incorrect 
owner or identify the wrong property? 

• Is the property being taxed by the wrong 
taxing units (i.e., the tax records show the prop¬ 
erty in the incorrect school district)? 

Given the nature of skyrocketing property taxes 
in Austin the past decade, we’ve often written about 
various aspects of challenging property taxes. 
Check out previous Common Law online archives 
for tips on how to prepare a good argument for a tax 
value protest.
